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CL. FAIR AND WIFE 
KILLED IN FRANGE| 


Lose Their Lives in an Automobile 
Accident Near Evreux. 


A PNEUMATIC TIRE BURST 


The Machine Then Crashed Into a Tree 
—Chauffeur Badly Hurt—The Fairs 
Were Journeying from Trou- 
ville to Paris. 


EVREUX, France, Aug. 14.—Mr. and Mrs. 
Fair were traveling to Paris 
from Trouville to-day, when their automo- 
bile crashed into a tree fifteen miles from 
here. Both were killed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fair had been staying at 
Trouville during racing week. They had 
a very fast forty-five-horse-power automo- 
bile, which attracted considerable attention, 
and with which they were highly pleased. 
Mr. Fair had been from Trouville to Paris 
and back again in one day on the machine. 
The Fairs intended to dine and spend to- 
night in Paris, and to return to Trouville 
to-morrow. 

The accident occurred at 2:30 this after- 
noon, almost in front of the Chateau Buis- 
s0n du Mai. The wife of the gatekeeper 
of the chateau was the only witness of 
the disaster. She says noticed a big 
red automobile coming along the road at 
a tremendous pace. Suddenly something 
happened, and the heavy machine slid side- 
way from the right to the left side of the 
road, for about sixty yards. It then dashed 
up an embankment, turned a complete 
somersault, and crashed into a big elm 
tree in front of the gate of the chateau. 
The automobile was completely wrecked; 
the front axle was broken, and other parts 
of the machine were smashed, including the 
sieering gear. 

When the automobile turned over, 
woman says, she saw Mr. and Mrs. Fair 
thrown high in the air, and fall with 
a heavy thud to the ground. The chauffeur, 
who was sitting behind the Fairs, was pre- 
cipitated into a ditch. He staggered to 
his feet, calling for help. The gatekeep- 
er’s wife rushed to his assistance, and 
aided him in extricating Mr. and Mrs. Fair, 
who were buried beneath the wrecked ma- 
chine and were in the last throes of death. 
Both had sustained ghastly injuries and 
were almost unrecognizable. Mr. Fair's 
head had been crushed in, while his wife's 
skull was~split. 

The chauffeur was terribly affected at 
the calamity, and seemed bereft of his 
senses. He threw himself into a ditch on 
the opposite side of the road and rolled 
pbout crying, ‘‘ My poor master.” 

M. Borson, owner of the Chateau Buisson 
@u Mai, was summoned, and, after advising 
the local authorities of the accident, he or- 
that the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Fair 

fd to the gatekeeper’s lodge. There 
they now lie on mattresses, and flowers 
have been strewn over them. In the room 
@re three wax tapers burning dimly. 

The accident was evidently due to the 
bursting of a tire. At the time it occurred 
the -automobile, which was capable of run- 
ning seventy-four miles an hour, was going 
at the rate of sixty-two miles an hour. 

The local police authorities hold in their 
possession and have sealed up a valise Be- 
longing to the Fairs, which contains 
jewelry, two letters of credit, a French 
1,000f. banknote, and some gold coins.

14.—The fatal accident to 
Mr. and Mrs. Fair occurred at the village 
of St. Aguilin. Mr. Fair himself was driv- 
ing his automobile at a high rate of speed 
when one of the pneumatic tires burst. The 
machine swerved, collided with a tree with 
@ terrible crash, and was overturned. The 
chauffeur was badly injured. 

The Fairs had been living lately in 
Paris at the Hotel Ritz, and kept their 
apartments there while they were staying 
@t Trouville. This morning Mr. Fair sent 
@ dispatch from Trouville to the manage- 
ment of the hotel saying he and his wife 
would arrive there this evening. 

Mr. and Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., 
returned from Trouville on Sunday and 
failed for New York yesterday on the 
North German Lloyd steamship Kronprinz 
Wilhelm. Mr. Vanderbilt, who made the 
gutomobile record for a kilometer of 0:29 2-5 
and the mile record of 0:422-5 on Aug. 5 
on a road near Albi, is taking several auito- 
mobiles with him to the United States on 
board the Kronprinz Wilhelm. 


PARIS, Aug. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles L. Fair left San Francisco on May 
B9 for a trip to Europe. 

Mr. Fair had been enthusiastic about au- 
torrobiles ever since the machines came 
into use abroad. He brought the first au- 
tomobile to this coast, and he owned three 
or four of them. He had what is perhaps 
the largest and swiftest automobile in Cali- 
fornia. It is a huge French racing machine, 
and capable, it is said, of going at a speed 
of seventy miles an hour. It has a forty 
horse-power engine. He imported it from 
France, and with it imported a chauffeur. 

Mr. Fair was interested also in yachting, 
owning the steam yacht Lucero, and in 
photography. 

When informed of the tragic end of his 
brother-in-law and of the latter's wife this 
afternoon, Hermann Oelrichs said: 

“J &m terribly shocked, but not sur- 
prised. I said only a few days ago that 
if Charles persisted in carrying on his ex- 
periments along this line the result would 
be fatal sooner or later. I warned him 
repeatedly, but he always laughed and 
said there was no danger.” 

In a letter received By. Mr. Oelrichs last 
week Mr. Fair said he intended to sail for 
the United States Aug. 26. 

“Mr. Fair went to Europe to see what

last year or two in automobiles,” said 
Mr. Oelrichs. ‘‘He had purchased a new 
one, he said, that could sustain a speed 
of eighty-five miles an hour for several 
hours. It was’ built along radically new 
lines, and would be one of the first ma- 
chines of its class to be imported into the 
United States.” 

Mr. Fair’s lawyer, Mr. Haggerty, says 
his client's death will not upset the pres- 
ent arrangements for the management of 
the Fair estate.

“Under the law of California, when a 
couple are victims of a common calamity 
and both are between sixteen and seventy 
years of age, and there is no evidence as 
to which died first, the man is presumed 
to have lived the longer. In such a case 
all the property would go to Mr. Fair's 
relatives. 

‘On the other hand, if there is evidence 
to show that Mrs. Fair lived longer than 
her husband, her relatives in the East 
would inherit the property.” 

Mr. Haggerty will not discuss the matter 
of a will. From other sources it is learned 
that Mr, Fair made a will, which is now 
supposed to be in his safe here. 5 

Mr. Fair was born in Virginia City, Nev., 
April 11, 1887. 

Charles L. Fair was the only surviving 
son of the late ex-Senator James G: Fair 
of San Francisco. One of his sisters is Mrs. 
Herman Oelrichs, and the other is Mrs. 
William kK. Vanderbilt, Jr. Each of the 
heirs received from the estates of their 
father and mother about $7,000,000. Mrs. 
hk air left her children $1,000,000 cach. 

The Fair family has been engaged for.a 
number of years in litigation with claim- 
ants lor part of their father’s estate. The 
will provided for the management o£ the 
estate by four executors ana trustees, and 
SUpulated that in case of any legatee con- 
testing he or she shall receive no share of 
the estate. 

Charles L. Fair was very wild as a young 
man, and at times incurred the displeasure 
of his tather and mother. He was the sec- 
ond of two sons, the elder dying short- 
ly after his father. He was older than 
either Mrs. Herman Oelrichs or Mrs. Will- 
jam K. Vanderbilt, Jr. Charies L. x air en- 
tered intO an agreement with his sisters 
whereby they were to provide for him if 
he lost in the struggle to upset the will. 
The three children were to receive the in- 
come of the estate, but the management of 
it was left by the will to the executors, 
and the children of Charles L. Fair dif he 
should have any) were entirely cut off.

A NEW STEAMSHIP LINE. 


Arrangements for a Service Between 
Canada and South Africa. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 14—A meeting of 
the Cabinet was held this afternoon for the 
purpose of considering a cable message 
from the Premier respecting the arrange- 
ments made by the Ministers in London for 
a steamship service between Canada and 
South Africa. This is a matter in which 
Mr. Mulock has been particularly active. 

The cable which the Postmaster General 
sent the Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion covers the proposition fairly well. The 
agreement is for a service, to begin in Oc- 
tober and to run from Montreal and Quebec 
in Summer and from Halifax and St. John 
in Winter. 

In South Africa the steamers will call at 
Cape Town and Durban and some other 
port, probably Port Elizabeth. The sub- 
sidy which the Dominion Government will 
give is $150,000 per year for five years. The 
whole matter was discussed at the meeting 
to-day, and an order passed approving the 
same. 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—In its issue of thi 
morning The Daily Express asserts that 
Canada will subsidize to the extent of 
$150,000, and Great Britain to the extent of 

75,000 a year, the new line of steamships 
to be established between Canada and 
South Africa, which is the first portion of 
the great plan elaborated by Colonial Sec- 
retary Chamberlain to make the British 
Empire independent of American and for- 
eign supplies of food, &c. 

Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, Cana- 
dian High Commissioner in London, and 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian Premier

WARRANT ISSUED 
FOR GOV. KIMBALL 


Promoter Andrew F. Power Has 
Asked for Arrest. 


Malicious Prosecution Alleged in a Suit 
for $150,000—The Rhode Island Ex- 
ecutive’s Investment in a Con- 
cern—Compiaint Against 
Treasurer. 


— = 


George Gordon Battle said yesterday that, 
acting as counsel for Andrew F. Power, 
promoter and Treasurer of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturers’ Association, he had 
secured from Justice Steckler, in the Su- 
preme Court, a warrant for the arrest of 
Gov. Kimball of Rhode Island. The war- 
rant is in a civil action foy$150,000, which 
Mr. Power is instituting against Gov. Kim- 
ball for alleged malicious prosecution, 
growing out of the latter’s recent attempts 
to secure the arrest of Power for alleged 
illegal conversion of funds. 

On July 29 Gen. Kimball came to this 
city, and with his lawyer, Leavitt J. Hunt, 
appeared in the Tombs Police Court to ask 
fer a warrant for the arrest of Andrew F. 
Power. Gov. Kimball declared that the 
latter, as a company promoter, had per- 
suaded him to invest $2,000 in a cempany 
which never existed. According to Gov. 
Kimball’s lawyer, Power claimed that he 
had a scheme for organizing a corporation, 
with all of the Governors of States as Di- 
rectors. The scheme interested Gov. Kim- 
ball, but aftér he had invested $2,000 he 
heard nothing more from Power. 

Magistrate Deuel refused to grant 
warrant, but issued a summons returnable 
on Aug. 6. A joint complainant with the 
Governor was Louis B. Curtis of Bridge 
port, Conn., who, it was said, invested 
$3,000 with Power. \ 

On Aug: 8 Power appeared in the Tombs 
Court in answer to the summons. The 
case against him was dismissed by Magis- 
trate Flammer, who held that the oniy 
charge which seemed to be against the de- 
fendant was that the capital of the asso- 
ciation was not quite what he had reported 
it to be. The Magistrate said, however, 
that he might entertain a further applica- 
tion if new evidence should be presented.

NEWBURG, Aug. 14.—A letter has been 
received from John Shanahan of this city, 
who was taken on the Windward as fire- 
man. It is dated Domino Run, off the coast 
of Labrador, July 26. He says the ma- 
chinery worked well and the craft made 
an average of 74% knots per hour. When the 
sail was used in conjunction with steam, 
10 to 12 knots an hour were made. The let- 


ter was sent to Labrador by the Captain of 
a pons smack. 

Shanahan says two small fires broke out 
in the starboard bunker, but the crew ex- 
tinguished the flames with the fire’ hose. 
Large icebergs made their appearance. A 
physician was added to the crew, but up 
to the time of writing had no duty to per- 
form. Extra blankets and counterpanes 
have been issued.

THE PRINTERS MAY SECEDE. 


Unless Men Are Reinstated by Chicago 
Federation of Labor, Typographical 
Union May Leave it.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 14.—The Interna- 
tional Typographical Union may secede 
from the American Federation of Labor 
unless the Chicago printers are reinstated 
at once by the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. Members of the union may refuse 
to pay dues into the Federation. This 
course was advocated this afternoon in 
Speeches by President Lynch, Secretary 
Bramwood, and others at the International 
Typographical Union Convention. Wash- 
ington was chosen as the place for the 
1903 convention. 

The Law Committee reported unfavorably 
on a proposition to exclude married wo- 
men from subordinate unions in which 
their husbands hold membership. The con- 
vention sustained the committee. 

A proposition was passed providing that 
a strike or lockout of any union may be 
declared off by a majority vote of the 
unfon. 

In a letter,to President Lynch H, L. 
Sholdice of the Laundry Workers’: Union 
at Denver wanted the printers to restrict 
their membership strictly to printers, and 
not include printers who are also members 
of the Machinists’ Union or other unions. 
The proposition was voted down. 

The proposition that the practice by fore- 
men of selecting their forces from day to 
day be prohibited was adopted, with an 
amendment that the local unions should 
have the minimum number of regular sit- 
uations fixed in different offices.

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HRS. T. SUFFERN TAILER 
OBTAINS HER DIVORCE 


Wife of Clubman and Whip Granted 
a Decree in North Dakota. 


She Went to the Western State for the 
Purpose, Charging Desertion—His- 
tory of Their Troubles.

SALEM, N. D., Aug. 14.—Mrs. Maude 
Lorillard Tailer of New York City, young- 
est child of the late Pierre Lorillard, the 
millionaire tobacco manufacturer, was to- 
day in the State Circuit Court at this place 
granted a divorce from her husband, T. 
Suffern Tailer, who has for years been 
prominently identified with the coaching 
interests of New York. 

The grounds upon which the divorce was 
asked and the decree granted are that the 
defendant, Suffern Tailer, abandoned the 
plaintiff with intent to desert her, and 
that such desertion has existed for more 
than one year. The defendant entered an 
appearance, and made a formal answer. 

No provision is made in ‘the decree for 
alimony, the parties to the suit having 


adjusted that part of the case out of court, 
ror is the custody of the child provided for 
by the decree. Mrs. Tailer by the decree 
is given the right to resume her maiden 
name.- She and a maid have resided in 
Sioux Falls since February last, coming 
there from New York, where Mrs. Tailer 
returned to-day shortly after the decree 
was granted. 


In April last it became 
friends of Mr. and Mrs. T. Suffern Tailer 
that they had determined to disagree. At 
the time they were at their country resi- 
dence at Tuxedo, and Mrs. Tailer went to 
South Dakota, Mr. Tailer remaining in New 
York. He left ‘luxedo, and was a guest at 
a number of house parties during the late 
Spring. In June Mrs. Tailer was called 
suddenly back to the East by the illness of 
her only child, a little boy, on whom an 
operation for appendicitis was performed. 
Mrs. Tailer remained in the East a very 
short time, and then returned to South Da- 
kota. Just before her return she lost in 
the train a valuable diamond ring, which 
Was recovered by an employe, and it was 
through this loss that it became generally 
known that she was in the East, the fact 
of the illness of her little son being a sur- 
prise to many of her friends. 

Thomas Suffern Tailer and Maude Lor- 
illard, the youngest daughter of the late 
Pierre Lorillard, were married in 18938. 
Their wedding was one of the largest and 
most fashionable affairs in town during 
the Spring of that year. Miss Lorillard 
had made her début the Winter before. 
She was a tall girl, with a slight figure 
and large dark eyes and hair, and exquisite 
complexion. To those who remember the 
picture, which was a popular favorite, she 
recalled ‘* The Italian Fisher Boy.” 

Mrs. Pierre Lorillard and her youngest 
daughter returned from a long sojourn 
abroad in the Winter of 1892-93 and there 
was a ball given in the old Lorillard man- 
sion at 889 Fifth-Avehue. Miss Lorillard 
had many suitors, but Mr. Tailer was very 
devoted from the very first. He was the 
second son of Mr. and Mrs. E. N. Tailer 
of Washington Square, a Harvard gradu- 
ate of 1889, and a member of the Union and 
other fashionable clubs. Mr. Tailer was 
famous as an amateur whip. He had taken 
special lessons in Paris, and by many is 
considered to-day the best driver of a four- 
in-hand in this country. Owing to some dif- 
ferences with members of the club he has 
never been elected to the a a Club. 

Mr. Tailer is a bit original in his ideas, 
dresses rather oddly, but denier cri; is very 
tall, smooth-faced, and wears glasses. He 
is a man of unusual reading and is also 
a keen.lover of all kinds of out-door sports. 

He passed the Spring and Summer at 
Tuxedo Park, where Miss Lorillard was the 

uest of her sister, Mrs. William Kent. Mr. 
fent represented his father-in-law's in- 
terests at Tuxedo. The engagement was 
reported early in the Autumn. Mrs. Lor- 
illard objected, at first on the ound of 
the youth of her daughter and of Mr. Tai- 
ler, but they were so much in love with 
each other that her consent was finally 
given. 

The yours, Tailers started out in life in 
the brightest manner possible. For years 
they have alwsy been referred to as a 
model young couple wrapped up in each 
other. One child was born to them about 
six years ago.. They have generally,’ with 
the exception of a few months in the Win- 
ter, made their home at Tuxedo. There Mr. 
Tailer took the greatest interest in pro- 
moting the different athletic projects, and 
he was instrumental in having the new 
clubhouse and racquet courts built and in 
bringing to Tuxedo many professional ten- 
nis and other players. 

About two years ago an estrangement 
was noticed by the friends of Mr. and 
Mrs, Tailer. Mrs. Tailer went out a great 
deal in society, sometimes chaperoning 
Miss Potter, now Mrs.. Stillman. Mr. 
Tailer did not care for goetety. Mrs- Tailer 
began at that time to dress in a most pic- 
turesque but rather conspicuous style, 
wearing her hair over her ears, bound with 
Greek filets, and her evening gowns were 
all very Empire or very Greek, such as 
were worn in the first days of the First 
Consul. 

Year before last the Tailers took the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Frederick Bronson, on Madi- 
son Avenue. Mr. Tailer then went into 
business in Wall Street. But the young 
couple were not seen much in each others 
company. Each had his or her own little 
set. Last Winter at Tuxedo it was ap- 
parent that they intended to separate. No 
direct cause was given, and there was a 

reat deal of general gossip about the mat- 
er. In fact, it was stated that Mrs. Tailer 
arranged for the divorce and that Mr. 
Tailer intended to make no opposition. Mrs, 
Tailer left Tuxedo and went to Dakota. 

It was said that at the time of the death 
of Pierre Lorillard Mrs. Tailer took the 
art of her father in the unfortunate inci- 
ents which happened at that time. Neither 
she nor Mrs. Kent, her other sister, was 
present at the ball given by her mother last 
Winter. They remained in mourning, while 
Mrs. Pierre Lorillard wore no mourning 
whatever.

OPPOSITION TO GATES 
IN COLORADO FUEL. 


Directors Refuse Demands of His Agent 
—Plan to Compete with U. S. 
~ Steel Corporation.

DENVER, Aug. 14.—John Lambert, rep- 
resenting John W. Gates, to-day announced 
the future policy of Mr. Gates in the con- 
trol of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany. An entirely new board, composed 
of Eastern men, will be elected, he said, 
and the industry will be built up on a much 
larger scale than heretofore, making it a 
powerful competitor of the United States 
Steel Corporation. He asserted positively 
that the Fuel Company would not be 


merged with the Steel Corporation, not-. 


withstanding many reports to that effect. 
Mr. Lambert arrived here this morning 
and requested a special meeting of the Di- 
rectors of the company to be called at once. 
As many as could be reached assembled in 
Denver at noon. Mr. Lambert said that he 
had several questions that might as well be 
settled immediately, that he represented 
Mr. Gates's interests, and that Mr. Gates 
was in control of the company. As a Di- 
rector of the company, Mr. Lambert de- 
manded information as to whether the an- 
nual stockholders’ meeting’ would be held 
Aug. 20 as scheduled. The other Directors 
would give him no satisfaction, saying that 


they could not tell until they heard from 
Mr. Osgood, who was in New York. 

“ir. Lambert’s next demand likewise was 
efused. He said that it was the desire 
f Mr. Gates that the Directors pass a 
resolution instructing the Secretary to keep 
to the list of stockholders in the office in 
Denver. That they would not do, because 
there was no quorum. At 5 o’clock, after 
frequent interchange of telegrams  be- 
tween Mr. Gates and Mr. Lambert, the 
Directors’ meeting adjourned. 

Mr. Lambert announced that Mr. Gates’s 
policy would not be to oust the present 
officials of the company simply because 
they had been under the Osgood régime, 
and that competent men could stay. He 
said that unlimited resources would be be- 
hind the company to build up the plant, 
that six additional furnaces, besides the 
extensive imprevements now being made, 
would be added. The first change to be 
made by Mr. Gates is the engagement of 
George L. Ries of Milwaukee to be man- 
ager of the company’s plant. 


BIG AUTOMOBILE MEET. 


Plans Making for Record Breaking Rac- 
ing in October.

BOSTON, Aug. 14.—Under the auspices 
of the Boston Automobile Club the Bos- 
ton Gentlemen's Driving Club is making 
arrangements for what is to prove the 
greatest automobile race meet ever held in 
this country at Readville in October. 

Prof. Sutro, the automobilist, says there 
is already a promising list of entries, that 
prominent amateurs, including Mr. Vander-

RIOT AND BLOODSHED 
IN THE COAL FIELDS 


Attempt to Operate Duryea Wash- 
eries Ends Disastrously. 


Two Men Fatally Hurt and Two Others 
Injured in Charge Made on Guards 
by Strikers—Troops Called For. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSTON, Penn., Aug. 14.—The Warnke 

Washery Company’s attempt to operate 
the Duryea washery to-day was followed 
by bloodshed and riot, and .to-night the 
town is in a state of siege, the people be- 
lieving that they will be the victims of 
the gang that has terrorized the place all 
day. ’ 
Four men were injured this afternoon, 
two of them fatally and two not seriously. 
The trouble was precipitated by the throw- 
ing of stones at the men working inside 
the stockade. guards fired a few 
blanks to intimidate the crowd and the 
latter became angry and jumped the stock- 
ade. Then the guards loaded up with ball 
cartridge and man, Andrew 

Uravich, was struck, one bullet piercing” 
his and another his neck. The moo 

| became infuriated at this, and seizing Harry 

Collins, the man who fired the shot, beat 
him over the head until he was insensible. 
His skull fractured in a number of 
places and the physicians said that he 
could not possibly live. 

Borough Police officials then fired at the 
mob and managed to get control of the 
situation, rounding in jail all of the men 
employed in and around the washery, in- 
cluding the fifteen coal and iron police 
that had been guarding the men. As 
they were conveying their prisoners to 
the jail the mob made an attack upon the 
party and succeeded in knocking George 
Warnke, one of the owners of the plant, 
down with a huge stone, injuring him on 
the severely. He was carried cov- 
ered with blood into the borough jail, but 
it was later ‘earned that his injuries were 
not of a serious nature. 

Thousands surrounded the lockup and 
talked of attacking the place and securing 
the men in order to lynch them, but at that 
moment a commercial traveler, who was 
passing near, was descried by the crowd, 
and some person stating that he was ithe 
man who had employed the coal and iron 
policemen, he was at once attacked. The 
man, who was later identified as John 
Vincent, took to his heels and ran, and 
fully a thousand men and boys pursued 
him, with the result that he was over- 
taken about 300 yards from the jail. 

The mob set upon him, and he was badly 
beaten, One blow from a blackjack carried 
by a huge Polander descended on his right 
temple and left a hole a quarter of an 
inch deep, while a knife in the hands of 
another striker cut a long gash on his 
neck. He was finally rescued from the 
crowd more dead than alive, and brought 
to this city to the. hospital, where he is 
suffering from a fractured skull. “It is 
thought that he will die. 

Twenty-five Deputy Sheriffs arrived at 
the village at 5 o’clock and soon restored 
a slight semblance of order, although there 
were several thousand people hanging 
around the town jail, where the coal and 
iron policemen wére confined. At 8 o'clock 
-the men‘were removed to Wilkesbarre by 
the entire posse of Sheriffs on a special 
train, but it was not without some trouble. 
At present the town is in a riotous state, 
and the Chief Deputy stated to the corre- 
spondent that Sheriff Jacobs had already 
asked the Governor to send troops to this 
point, as he was unable to cope with the 
situation. As a result of this talk the three 
companies of the Ninth Infantry, National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, located in this city 
are prepared to move at a moment’s notice, 
They could be placed on duty within one 
hour’s time, and the officers are hourly ex- 
pecting the word to move. 

At Wilkesbarre to-night the twenty-four 
men arrested for complicity in the shoot- 
ing of Uravich were held in $2,000 bail 
each, which was promptly furnished. After 
being released Mr. Warnke made the state- 
ment that he would operate his plant to- 
morrow, and thousands of strikers are pre- 
paring to march on the place in the morn- 
ing. The fever has even spread to this 
city, and at three washeries of the Erie 
Company here, which has been running for 
two weeks, double guards have been placed 
as a precautionary measure. No effort 
has yet been made to capture the assailants 
of Vincent and Collins, the two men fatally 
injured. 
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SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 14.—The coal 
mines in the Springfield district are to be 
purchased by a New Jersey corporation 
known as the Illinois Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, and will be operated under one man- 
agement. Options on twenty-three of the 
mines near this city have been secured by 
Newton Jackson of Philadelphia, who 
heads the corporation. 

The deal involves $12,000,000. The com- 
pony will be formally organized at a meet- 
ng in Jersey City this week, it is stated. 


ANTHRACITE $9.50 A TON. 


Another advance in the wholesale price 
of anthracite took place yesterday. Cargoes 
of anthracite were sold for $9.50 a ton 
alongside, in some cases, in the domestic 
sizes, and one firm in Liberty Street of- 
fered $10 a ton. The market price of this 
coal, when it is put up for sale by retail, is 
expected to be from $11 to $11.50 a ton, 
and unless the strike ends within a week 
or two the retail price may be raised to $12. 

Severa! coal dealers who were seen said 
that, though the retail price was nominally 
$9 a ton, no attempt was being made to 
stick to schedule price. At the office of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Coal Company, 
11 Broadway, it was stated that soft coal, 
which was going down in price, had also 
begun to advance. , A representative of the 
company said: 

“Soft coal, which had been selling by 
wholesaie nt $3.25 alongside, is now selling 
at $3.50 and $4. Until there is a break in 
the strike at the New River fields in West 
Virginia the price of soft coal will con- 
tinue to rise. A number of iron mills in 
West Virginia have already shut down 
bevause they cannot get the eoke which 
is produced frcm New River coal.” 

Several deaiers said vesterday that the 
demand for authracite is increasing on ac- 
count of the cool weather and the fact that 
a number of people who had gone out of 
town are returning. Dealers said yesterday 
that there was no visible supply beyond 
what may be stored in the yards of a few 
dealers scatttened here and there. To 
partially relieve the strain some of the coal- 
carrying roads are thinking of releasing 
some of the anthracite tigey have kept for 
their own use and burning nothing but 
soft coal on their ergines.

COAL FAMINE WIDESPREAD. 


Dealers, Throughout the Country Clam- 
oring in Vain for Anthracite.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 14.—The hard coal 
famine in St. Louis continues to grow, and 
the price is expected to advance within 
the next few days from $8.25 and $8.50 a ton 
to $8.75 and $9. 

Ask your dealer what the price is, and 
he will likely teli you from $8 to $8.50 a 
ton. Tell him to send you out five tons, 
and he will tell you he has not got any. 
Many Eastern firms have had agents in 
St. Louis endeavoring to buy hard coal, 
but there is none in any quantity for sale. 

Not over 1,500 tons of hard coal can be 
bought in St. Louis, 
posted coal men. There may be a larger 
supply on hand, but it is already sold by 
the parties holding it. Nearly all of the 
hard coal in St. Louis is said to be held 
by two or three firms, and other coal deal- 
ers declare that those holding the coal 


can charge any price they want, but that 
at present they are asking from §8 to 
$8.50 per ton. 

“We have not got any hard coal,” said 
an employe of the Berry-Horn Coal Com- 
pany on Thursday. ‘‘ What will the people 
burn? I guess they will have to try coke 
or Arkansas semi-hard coal. Both of them 
can be burned in hard coal stoves, but they 
are not generally liked. ‘There is plenty of 
coke at from $6.25 to $6.50 a ton, and the 
Arkansas semi-hard coal may be 
the same price, but they, too, will probably 
advance.”’ 

At the Devoy-Feurborn Coal Company, an 
official said: ‘“* We have no furnace coal 
and but little stove and nut coal. We can 
give a few tons at from $8 to $8.50, but it 
fis a scarce article in St. Louis at present. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—Chicago’s stock of 
anthracite coal is running low on account 
of the great coal miners’ strike. 
dealers to-day expressed the opinion that 
before Winter, 
pelied to use bituminous coal for all do- 
mestic purposes. They said that, 
the strike should be settled by Sept. 1, the 
new coal wovld not be received in large 
quantities before Christmas, so that at 
jeast a temporary use of soft coal is ex- 
tremely probable. 

The present cost of anthracite to the re- 
tailer in carload lots is $6.15 a ton, to 
which is added $1 to the consumer. 
stantial advance in these prices is predicted 
for September.

SUCCESSOR TO McMILLAN. 


Michigan Central Railroad Has Keen 
Interest in Selection of a 
New Senator. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DETROIT, Aug. 14.—Indications are that 
there will be the liveliest kind of fight 
over the selection of a successor to the late 

Senator McMillan. It is evident that the 
| Michigan Central Railroad, an influential 
factor in -Michigan politics, will take a 
hand. That company is anxious to bring 
out the construction of a railroad. bridge 
over the Detroit River. Senator McMil- 
lan’s position on that question was that no 
bridge should be bulit until the Michigan 
Central and Grand Trunk should agree as 
to the location of the bridge, and until the 
shipping interests should be satisfied with 
the plans for the structure. These various 
interests never could agree, and thus the 
project has been held up in Congress for 
years, 

It was the Senator’s wish that his eld- 
est son, W. C. McMillan, should succeed 
him. The son had a powerful influence 
in the last Legislature, and nominees for 
the next Legislature have been selected 
by the McMillan machine. The Michigan 
Central is strong with Gov. Bliss, who hes 
the right to appoint a successor to McMil- 


lan to hold office until the next session of 
the Legislature, and the railroad is in sym- 
pathy with Gen. Alger, ex-Secretary of 
War. Alger's retirement from the Cabinet is 
believed to have been due, in part, to Mr. 
McMillan’s influence, because Alger was a 
supporter of Pingree. 

Since the Senator’s death the bridge 
project has been revived, and the Michigan 
Central officials seem to be trying to bring 
about the selection of some Alger man, 
who will be friendly to their interests. 
Alger himself is said not to care for the 
position, and it is believed that he and the 
Michigan Central will back Gen. H. M.

AR TAX ON BANKS’. 
UNDIVIDED PROFITS 


Commissioner Yerkes Orders that 
It Be Collected. 


Amounts to $300,000 for Year Ending 
July 1, 1902, When Repeal of the 
Impost Became Effective. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Commissioner 
Yerkes of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
| has directed that immediate steps be taken 
for the collection of the tax on profit and 
loss accounts, or undivided profits ac- 
counts, of banks, trust companies, or pri- 
vate banks, under the war revenue act 
of June, 1898. The amount to be collected 
will approximate, it is said, $300,000. 

Under an opinion of the Department of 
Justice the tax had only been collected 
on the capital and surplus of banks, but 
the Commissioner ruled last January that 
the undivided profit, or profit and loss ac- 
counts, of banks are part of the surplus, 
and thereby subject to tax. 

After this ruling was made, by request 
of representatives of the banks the Com- 
missioner agreed on Jan. 27 last to with- 
hold collection pending a decision by the 
United States Circuit Court in a suit to 
be brought to test the queston. This suit 
was brought in the Southern District of 
New York by the Leather Manufacturers’ 
National Bank of New York and was de- 
cided a few weeks ago adversely to the 
banks, the court sustaining the position 
taken by the Commissioner. 

James B. Forgan, President of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, was the Chair- 
man of the committee representing the 
banks that called upon the Commissioner 
last January protesting against the collec- 
tion of this tax. On Jan. 27 last the Com- 
missioner wrote him that, while he would 
require the banks, trust companies, and 
others interested to make returns at once 
to the department showing their undivided 
profit or profit and loss accounts, he would 
withhold collection until a decision was 
secured in the United States Circuit Court, 
but said distinctly in this letter that if the 
court held that under the law undivided 
profits are a proper subject for taxation 
then payment of the tax would be enforced 
notwithstanding an appeal might be taken 
by the banks to the Supreme Court. 

This tax was repealed by the last Con- 
gress, the repeal to take effect July 1. 
1902, so that at present there is no internai 
revenue tax on capital, surplus, or undi- 
vided profits of banks. The tax to be col- 
lected will be for the year ended July 1, 
1902. 


WEALTH OF THE BANKS 
IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Total Capital, Surplus, and Undivided 
Profits, $201,344,237.16, on Which 
the City Will Collect 
$2,013,442.37. 


The wealth of the New York banks was 
shown yesterday by a statement of the 
capital, surplus, and undivided profits of 
the various institutions as recorded in the 
books of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments for taxation. 

During the year 1901 the sum of $1,830,- 
128.10 was collected on a total of capital, 
surplus, and undivided profits of $183,012,- 
810.14. The assessments on the same basis 
this year amounts to $201,844,237.16, on 
which the city will collect a tax of 1 per 
cent., or $2,013,442.37. * 

In speaking about the increased wealth 
of the banks the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Taxes stated that the National 
City Bank had-Increased its capital from 
$10,000,000 to $25,000,000 subsequent to the 
date on which the assessments for this 
year could be levied, so that there has been 
an increase this year of $33,321,427.02 in 
the assessable wealth of New York banks.

MEET TO FORM CLUBS. 


Two Gatherings Held in Montgomery— 
Report of a Roosevelt “ Machine” 
Being Organized.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 14.—Repub- 
Means held two meetings here to-day, one 
of which organized into the Alabama 
League of Republican Clubs, under the 
leadership of J. C. Manning.” The younger 
element predominated. 

The other meeting, mostly of the office 
holders and recognized leaders, made pro- 
vision for actively pushing the work of or- 
ganizing clubs and adopted resolutions in- 
dorsing the President.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The Evening 
Star to-day published. the following from a 
staff correspordent now in New York: 

“A gentleman prominently connected 
with banking and railroad interests in the 
South and who incidentally keeps a sharp 
eye on politics gives me an interesting 
statement about an alleged movement for 
the capture of Southern delegates to the 
next Republican National Convention. 

“*There is being held in Montgomery, 
Ala., to-day,’ he said, ‘a meeting of Re- 
publican leaders in that State, by which 
an effort will be made to establish the first 
Roosevelt machine in the South. I am 
curious to know how it results. It prac- 
tically is the first brush between the 
Hanna and Roosevelt forces for the con- 
trol of the Southern delegations. I do not 
make that statement in any offensive sense, 
for I know that President Roosevelt is 
sincere in his desire that there shall be no 
antagonism between him and Mr. Hanna 
and will not knowingly permit it. 

“*The outcome of to-day’s meeting will 
reflect in no way upon the President. It 
is well known of course that throughout 
the South the Republican State bosses have 
up to this time been very close to Mr. 
Hanna. Some offices were dispensed upon 
his recommendation. Each little group of 
bosses, however, has aroused enmities and 
jJealousies among other Republicans, and 
now there is a general movement on foot 
to oust the Hanna men and put in Roosevelt 
men, as they use the term. I am confident 
that the President is not a party to the 
plan, but that it is being done by others. 

“*It is important to any candidate to 
have the Alabama delegation. It is first on 
the roll call and can start the ball roiling. 

“*The vote of the Alabama delegation 
might be taken as a straw by some of the 
wavering brethren, to show which way 
the wind sets. 

“*Tf a good, strong Roosevelt machine 
is built.up in Alabama it may have a pro- 
nounced effect upon some other delega- 
tions. 

*** We have been very much interested 
in the story that ex-Assistant Postmaster 
General Clarkson, formerly of Iowa, and 
recently appointed Surveyor of the Port of 
New York, is to be in charge of the work 
of landing the Southern delegations for 
Mr. Roosevelt against other possible candi- 
dates. I think Mr. Clarkson was appointed 
because the President felt that few other 
men in the Republican Party deserved a 
good job more than he. 

‘*** However, if anybody is going after 
the Southern delegates, I don’t know a 
man more competent for the work than 
Gen, Clarkson. He had many dealings 
with Southern Republicans in the Har- 
rison Administration, and I know that he 
still keeps in touch with his old political 
acquaintances in the South.’ ” 


THE PRESIDENT AND ADDICKS, 


Denial that He Will Interfere in Dela- 
ware Senatorial Dead-Lock in 
Favor of the Gas Man.

The President 
is too well versed in the situation in Dela- 
ware not to realize that in the northern 
part of the State, where H. A. Dupont finds 
his greatest strength, there is a positive be- 
lief that it is better for Delaware to send 
two Democratic Senators than two Repub- 
licans, including Addicks. They have 
fought a long fight and feel that their vic- 
tory will be in the defeat of Addicks. 

On the other hand, there is a large 
chance that there will be a combination and 
conciliation among the Republicans of Del- 
aware, which will mean the election of Ad- 
dicks to the Senate with another Repub- 
lican. That Republican leaders would nat- 
urally want two Republican Senators rath- 
er than the same number of Democrats 
does not blind those who know the Presi- 


dent to the belief that he is in thorough 
sympathy with the anti-Addicks faction. 

The President is not aware that Senator 
Scott is acquainted with Addicks. It was 
stated here to-day that neither Senator 
Scott nor anybody else has been notified 
of the withdrawal of Republican support 
from Col, Dupont. The President called a 
conference of Republicans in Washington 
about six months ago in the interest of 
harmony. The gathering was in vain, as 
the opinion of the State was then pointed 
out to be about four-fifths to two-thirds 
in favor of Addicks. The Republicans of 
the State are calling for an extra session, 
as they feel assured that the next Leg- 
islature will be Democratic. 


W. J. BRYAN NO CANDIDATE.

TWO BATHERS. MISSING 
AT GONEY ISLAND 


Policé Drag the Surf Till Long After 
Midnight in Vain. 


JOHN M. GRAY PROSTRATED 


One of the Men Believed to be James A. 
Gray, Son of Brooklyn Politician, 
and the Other Henry W. Hol- 
lenberg of New Rochelle. 


The Coney Island police and employes of 
Balmer’s Bathing Pavilion dragged the 
surf from 7 o’clock last evening until long 
dfter midnight in a fruitless effort to re- 
cover the bodies of two men, whose clothes 
were found in dressing rooms in the pavil- 
ion, and who are believed to have been 
drowned. 

The clothing of one of the men was iden- 
tified as that of James A. Gray, a son of 
John Morrissey Gray of 244 Wyckoff Street, 
Brooklyn, the widely known Tenth Ward 
politician, and ex-Fige Marshal, Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Lighting and 
Supplies, and Commisisoner of Charities in 
that borough. From papers found in the 
pockets of the garments, the second miss- 
ing man is believed to be Henry Walkuns 
Hollenberg of 168 Woodland Avenue, New 


Rochelle. 
The two men engaged dressing rooms at 


the pavilion skortly after noon. They 
were not in each other’s company, but ap- 
plied at about the same time, as is indicated 
by the fact that to Hollenberg was given 
the key to room 62, and to Gray the key to 
room 69. It does not appear, however, 
that the men were together at any time, 
and the authorities are unable to eX- 
plain the case. 

Capt. Thomas Reilly, a life guard at the 
pavilion, said last night that he saw the 
men when they went into the surf, but 
soon lost sight of them in the crowd, as it 
grew larger in the afternoon. At 7 o'clock 
last evening, when the bath house was 
closed, the clothes of the two men were 
found in the dressing rooms they had oe- 
copied. Those in room 62 were a mixed gray 
suit, a blue outing shirt, white cuffs, pat- 
ent leather shoes, and a straw hat pur- 


chased in New Rochelle. There were let- 
ters addressed to Henry Walkuns Hollen- 
berg, 163 Woodland Avenue, New Rochelle, 
and a bank book of the New Rochelle Bank 
showing deposits amounting to $300 on Jul 
28. There was also a business card, whic 
read as follows: us 

“Hollenberg Music Company, 317 Main 
Street, Little Rock, Ark., Piano, Pipe and 
Reed Organs. Factory and Warerooms for 
the W. W. Kimball Company. Factory, 
Twenty-sixth and Rockwell Street, Chicago.

It was reported from New Kochelle last 
night that yr a | is a married man 
and that he had not been home since last 
Tuesday. 

The clothes, in which were found cards 
bearing the name James A, Gray, consisted 
of a black serge suit, a pink outing shirt, 
russet shoes, and a straw hat, purchased 
in New York City. These were in Room 62. 

Shortly before midnight George Corcoran, 
a detective attached to the District Attor- 
ney’s office in Brooklyn, called at the 
Coney Island Police Station and identified 
the clothes found in Room 62 as those of 
his. nephew, James rey. son of John Mor- 
rissey Gray. He said that the young man, 
who is twenty-four years of age, left his 
home at 244 Wyckoff Street, Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon to go bathing. That 
was the last seen of him. Gray was em- 

loyed by ex-Sheriff Creamer, who is 

uilding a big store in South Brooklyn. 

Mr. Corcoran said that his nephew did 
not know Hollenberg. If both were drowned 
at the same time he believed it to be merely 
a coincidence. Other singular features 
about the case are that the men arrived 
at the pavilion at about the same time; 
that they were assigned to rooms so near 
each other, and that their clothing was 
found at the same time.

“THE TELEGRAPH KAISER” 


Sarcastic Article in the Vienna 


Allgemeine Zeitung. 


It Says the Emperor's Advisers .Ought 
to Provide Lightning Conductors for 
the Flashes from His Mind.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—Apropos of Em- 
peror William’s telegrarm to the Prince 
Regent of Bavaria, says the Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Times, the Wiener 
Allgemeine Zeitung publishes an article 
headed “The Telegraph Kaiser.” 

The paper says that the Emperor’s ad- 
visers ought to keep him as far as pos- 
sible from facilities for telegraphing 
and provide lightning conductors, which 
would prevent the flashes so 
drawn from the jmperial mind by every 
passing event from causing panic and 
confusion in public life. 

That, says the Wiener Allgemeine Zei- 
tung, would be of advantage not only to 
Germany, but to the Emperor himself, 
who betakes himself to the wire when- 
ever he is gratified or irritated, amused 
or saddened. The dispatch is sent off 
in the twinkling of an eye, but the task 
of remedying the consequent evil is ex- 
tremely slow. , 

The paper remarks that the famous 
telegram to Mr. Kruger after the Jame- 
son Raid was followed by the investment 
of Lord Roberts with the Order of the 
Black Eagle. 


The refusal of the Bavarian Diet to vote 
funds asked by the Government for art 
purposes drew sharp censure from Emperor 
William, who offered to furnish the sum 
required. In a telegram to Prince Regent 
Luitpeld of Bavaria the Emperor said: 

“I have just returned home, and read 
with the deepest indignation of the refusal 
of the Bavarian Diet to vote the sum which 
you ask for art. I hasten to express my 
displeasure at the mean ingratitude 
played by this action to the house of Wit- 
telsbach and to your august person, which 
ever has been a shining model in the sup- 
port and advancement of art. I therefore 
beg to be allowed to place at your disposal 
the sum you require, so that you may be 
enabled to accomplish your task in the do- 
main of art.” 

Prince Luitpold replied by telegraph, ex- 
pressing *‘ heartfelt thanks ’”’ for the warm 
interest shown by the Emperor and his 
magnanimous offer. The Prince continued, 
however, that he was glad to say that 
through the public-spirited liberality of a 
member of the Bavarian Legislature, who 
had placed the requisite sum at his dis- 
pesal, the Government already had been 
placed in a position to carry out its origi- 
nal designs. : 

It is believed that the Bavarians deeply 
resent this interference with their per- 
sbnal concerns, and it is hinted that the 
“member of the Legislature’’ who so 
luckily provided the money is an invention 
of the Regent to escape from a

A dispatch was received from Commander 
Nickols of the Topeka at Porto Cabello, 
stating that the revolutionists were in con- 
trol, and that there was no danger of an 
attempt to retake the town by.the Gov- 
ernment forces. Commander Nickols ack- 
nowledged the receipt of instructions di- 
recting him to land a force in case of neces- 
sity, but stated that the necessity for such 
a step had not arisen. 

In official circles the control of Porto 
Cabello by the revolutionists is considered 
a signal victory for that party, as it is a 
place of considerable strategi@ importance. 
It is a town of about 10,000 people, sit- 
uated on a spacious, deep, and safe harbor, 
by which, if necessary, troops 
and supplies may be landed or dispatched 
to other places in the country. Porto 
Cabello is but a short sail from Laguaira, 
which is not far from the Venezuelan cap- 
ital 

Commander Nickols’s dispatch is the first 
official information that has reached Wash- 
ington that the revolutionists have se- 
cured control of Porto Cabello. 

The place called Angustora mentioned in 
Commander Rodgers’'s dispatch from Port 
of Spain as in the hands of the revoiu- 
tionists is about 250 miles up the Orinoco 
River, and the more modern name for it is 
Ciudad Bolivar.’ Gen. Matos, who is prac- 
tically at the head of the revolution against 
Castro, took this town some time ago, 
and left one’ of his Lieutenants in charge. 

Accarding to information now in posses- 
sion of the officials here, Castro is being 
hemmed in from three sides, at Caracas. 
Gen. Matos advanced from Bolivar to the 
northwest to a place called Orituco, about 
60 miles south of Caracas. Ten days ago 
Castro was reported as having left the 
capital with a force to meet the revolu- 
tionary General, but subsequently he 
changed his mind and returned. More re- 
cent advices indicated that a battle was 
imminent on the plains immediately south 
of Caracas. 

The fact that the Government had seized 
three of the steamers of the Orinoco Com- 
pany at San Felix is not a cause of con- 
cern here, as it is understood that these 
ships fly the Venezuejmn flag, and the 
right to impress ships for Government use 
is well settled. 

Under date of Wednesday, the 13th inst., 
Minister Bowen, at Caracas, reports to the 
State Department that the situation there 
is very critical.

BRIDE SLASHED BY 
DISCARDED ADMIRER 


Struck Down While Leaving Church 
After Wedding. 


Assailant Watched the Ceremony, Then 
Drew a Stiletto—He Had Threat- 
ened to Thwart His Suc- ° 
cessful Rival. 


While leaving the church in which she 
hai but a half hour before been married, 
Mrs. Josephine Bracco, twenty-one years 
old, a young Italian woman, was attacked 
yesterday by a discarded admirer, knocked 
dcwn on the sidewalk, and slashed across 
the right cheek. She is now in the Flower 
Hespital in a serious condition, with @ 
stiletto wound extending from her mouth 
to her right ear that will leave a life dis- 
figurement. Her assailant, said by the po- 
lice to have been Pasquale Regunto, nine- 
teen years old, of 332 East Sixty-third 
Street, escaped with an angry crowd of a 
hundred or more at his heels. 

Mrs. Bracco, formerly Josephine Morgo- 
no, came to this country several months 
ago. Prior to coming to this country she 
was the sweetheart of Pasquale Regunto. 
When she left Italy Regunto followed. But 
yesterday she married Giusippe Bracco, & 
rich fruit dealer, living at 333 East Sixty- 
third Street. Regunto is poor and works as 
a day laborer, Regunto pleaded that the 
young woman marry him , but she put him 
off.in one way or another from time to 
time. She finally refused to go out with 
him, but instead remained at the home of 
her uncle Antonio Gerono, 230 East Sixty- 
third Street, and received the calls of Brag 
co. The fruit merchant had lots of money 
and gave the young woman many hand- 
some presents. 

But young Regunto was not easily dis- 
couraged. Night afger night he went to 
see the girl. If she would not see him at 
her home he waited hours at a time until 
he could meet her on the street. She per- 
sisted, however, in her refusal, and he de- 
clared that if she did not marry him she 
would never marry anybody She 
laughed in his face and left him. 

Giuseppe Bracco led his bride yesterday 
down to the City Hall, where a civil cere- 
mony was performed. Following the couple 
was Regunto, who stood near by, but made 
no movement to carry out his threat. From 
the City Hall the couple went to the Church 
of St. Catharine of Sienna, in Sixty-ninth 
Street between First Avenue and Avenue 
A. There the bridal ._party entered and a 
church ceremony performed. Regunto fol- 
lowed the party into the church and stood 
in a shadowy corner while the marriage 
words were said. 

When Bracco and his new wife left the 
church on their way home they walked 
through Sixty-ninth Street to First Ave- 
nue, and then down toward Sixty-third 
Street. A number of friends of the couple 
followed. No one saw Regunto. 

When the couple was in front of 1,187 
First Avenue Bracco suddenly felt himself 


jostled to one side by, as he thought,. a 
drunken man. He turned to see the of- 
fender, but heard instead a scream from 
his bride. He saw her lying on the side- 
walk with blood sprinkled over her white 
satin wedding gown, and her long white 
veil awry. The girl’s uncle turned to at- 
tack young Regunto, but he dodged through 
the crowd that quickly gathered. Bracco 
was so dazed he did not know which way 
to turn, and in the excitement that foi- 
lowed Regunto had fied, followed by an 
angry crowd who threatened harm if they 
caught him. He ran to Fiftg-ninth Street, 
where he jumped on a cross’ town car and 
escaped. Policeman Wilkinson of the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station sent an am- 
bulance from the Flower Hospital and Dr. 
Fowler cared for the bride. The police 
are searching for Regunto.

INSURANCE TRUST ATTACKED. 
Summonses Served on 122 Fire Com- 


panies in Illinois for Violat- 
ing the Law.

CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—Summonses were 
served to-day on the 122 fire insurance 
ccmpanies against which suit was begun 
several months ago in St. Clair County by 
Attorney General Hamlin on a charge of 
violating the common law by combining 
to maintain rates. The papers ordered the 
companies to appear at BellePille Sept. 8. 
The companies will meet and appoint a 
committee to take charge of their interests. 

The serving of the papers revived the 
threat of the companies to retire from 
East St. Louis, the principal point in the 
compact district whose members are at- 
tacked, and several managers declared yes- 
terday that they would puil out if any con- 
siderable proportion of the companies 
would agree to do so.

NEARLY KILLED PATIENT. 
; ; Administered 
Morphine to School Teacher with 


Stamford Physician 


Unexpected Result.

STAMFORD, Conn., Aug. 14.—Miss Eliza 
E. Wilson, a school teacher living in this 
city, is in a precarious condition as a result 
of a hypodermic injection of morphine ad- 
ministered on Tuesday by a physician. Miss 
Wilson was suffering from severe neu- 
ralgic headache, and the physician admin- 
istered less than half a grain of the nar- 
cotic. The young woman lapsed into sleep 
at once, and two hourg afterward members 
of her family, alarmed at her apparently 
lifeless condition, called the doctor in 
again. He had no difficulty in awakening 
the young woman, and left the house after 
chatting with her for a while. 

He had not been gone long when Miss 


Wilson lapsed into a comatose condition 
for the second time. The doctor and a fel- 
low practioner worked over hér all night, 
and it was not until a large quantity of 
a salt solution was injected into her veins 
that the young lady emerged from the 
lethargy of twelve hours’ duration. It 
was said this afternoon that she probably 
would recover. The physicians say that 
the young woman is anaemic, and that fact 
accounts for the influence of the small 
dose of morphine.

SANTOS: DUMONT’S 


Sudden Departure Leaves Flying 
Machine “ Up in the Air.” 


George Francis Kerr, the Aero Club, 
Disposed to Lament the Inventor’s 


Action — Syndicate Now 


Has the Airship. 


Disgusted” as he said, at being unable to 
obtain a legitimate offer of a prize for an 
exhibition of his airship’s sailing powers, 
Alberto Santos-Dumont, the aeronaut, 
sailed for France yesterday on La 
Touraine. The sailing of the aeronaut was 
entirely unexpected among his friends and 
associates here, and especially to the Di- 
rectorate of the Aero Club, which consists 
of George Francis Kerr, with headquarters 
at 74 Broadway. It was under the auspices 
of this body that the aeronaut was to haVe 
in the near future covered the distance 
between Brighton Beach and the Battery 
in his airship. 

A syndicate, composed of George Francis 
Kerr and others, which controls the Santos- 
Dumont airship No. 6, at present housed in 
a big shed at Brighton Beach, where the 
public is viewing it at 25 cents per person, 
is also considerably discommoded, accord- 
ing to/Mr. Kerr, by the sudden flight of 
the aeronaut. Mr. Kerr, when seen yester- 
day after the departure of M. Santos-Du- 
mont, did not hesitate to insinuate that the 
recent aerial boasts of the aeromaut par- 
took largely of “‘ hot air,’’ and that the gas 
used by the famous Brazilian was not alto- 
gether of the hydrogen variety. 

““I have no doubt that the American pub- 
lic will be disappointed at my going away 
without having accomplished the trip from 
Brighton Beach to the Battery, as I in- 
tended,’’ said the aeronaut at the pier yes- 
terday, “ but the $20,000 prize which I un- 
derstood had been offered was so long in 
forthcoming that I grew disgusted, and 
here I am. I do not want the American 
public to think me a fake or an impostor, 
because I failed to show them what I could 
do, for I shall surely appear at the St. Louis 
Exposition contest. I go to Paris to put 
my new airship in condition for that con- 
test. My machine at Brighton Beach has 
been sold, and I do not know what will be 
done with it.”’ 

Mr. George Francis Kerr, Secretary, 
Treasurer, President, Vice President, and 
Board of Directors of the Aero Club, ap- 
peared surprised and hurt at the sudden 
flight of the aeronaut, 

“I feared all the time that he would not 
fly, but now that he has flown I con only 
express my astonishment and disappoint- 
ment,’ said Mr. Kerr bitterly. 

“Why, all the preparations-for his flight 
in his airship No. 6 from Brighton Beach 
to the Battery had practically been made. 
1 called on M. Santos-Dumont only a week 


ago at his apartments, at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, at his request, and talked the 
matter over. I said to him: ‘ Will you 
fly?’ and he said ‘ Yes, I'll fly if you can 
secure the gas.’ I at once went about s@ 
curing the gas, and only yesterday I got 
a letter from Mr. Carl Myers, who keeps 
a balloon farm up in Herkimer Copnty, 
saying that he had gas and to spare. ‘Now 
Santos-Dumont goes away, leaving the 
whole thing up in the air,’”’ and Mr. Kerr 
frowned dismally over the unconscious pun. 

‘Now, the Aero Club is not a financial 
organization,’’ continued Mr. Kerr, ‘and 
has never guaranteed a prize of $20,000 or 
20 cents. it is simply an honorary back- 
ground for the Santos-Dumont flights. 
There is a syndicate, as yet unnamed, of 
which | am the head, which could have 
guaranteed the $20,000 through the rail- 
roads which would have transported thou- 
sands of spectators to see the ascent. This 
syndicate controls the airship now at 
Brighton Beach, and, should a suitable 
aeronaut come along, may yet engineer an 
ascent. No, I can’t say just what the syn- 
dicate’s arrangement in regard to the ex- 
hibition of the airship is with M. ‘Santos- 
Dumont. There are some secret¢ that we 
cannot divulge. 

“No, I would not go so far as to say 
that tiere has been a good deal of wind 
connected with the contemplated flight of 
M. Santos-Dumont from righton Beach 
to the Battery. Of course, wind is an im- 
portant factor in the rere tone of all aero- 
nauts, but I will not yell upon that feat- 
ure here. Neither will I charge that M. 
Dumont has become unduly inflated. He 
has simply flown from New York to Paris. 
After this unexpected flight all we can do 
now is to wait until M. Santos-Dumont 
returns, or arrives on the other side, and 
then, perhaps, we may obtain a more lucid 
Se tperon of his now inexplicable conduct. 
All that we are certain of now is that he 
has flown—vanished into thin air, as it 
were,”’ 


SIBERIAN RAILWAY PROJECT. 


Road Which Will Make Possible a Line 
Between the Arctic Ocean and 
the Persian Gulf Planned.

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CONEY ISLAND GAMBLERS 


Influx Follows Transfers of Raid- 
ing Detective Sergeants. 


Capt. Knipe, Says Ebstein, Asked for 
the Changes—Precinct Commander 
Excited When Questioned and 
Asks for Detectives. 


The transfer of Detectives Thomas Mur- 
ray, Thomas Lynch, and John Taylor from 
the Coney Island Precinct immediately 
after these officers had been instrumental 
in closing up two large poolrooms on the 
island gains a peculiar aspect, when the 
fact is taken into consideration that for 
the greater part of yesterday the same 
poolrooms did business, in company with 
several others, and thet Frederick Linde 
and James Ehler, proprietors of the two 
places closed, are said to have announced 
openly that they intend to run for the 
rest of the season. 

The men who replaced the three de- 
tectives are John Scanlon and George 
Myers, Capt. Knipe’s former wardmen. 
They arrived at the station at 1 o'clock 
yesterday. They know practically nothing 
of the ins and outs of the precinct. Coin- 
cident with their arrival Detective Sergt. 
Bahman, who does know, was detailed to 
Gravesend for the afternoon. 

It was said yesterday that Commissioner 
Partridge was not particularly pleased with 
the situation. When Capt. Knipe was 
asked about the transfers, he replied that 
he could not explatn their cause, and 
further added: ‘‘ They are all particularly 
good men, and know Coney Island thor- 
oughly. I am sorry to see them go, and 
I haven't the faintest reason why they 
should.” Deputy Commissioner Ebstein 
also made a statement, which scarcely bore 
out the Captain’s words. He declared that 
the transfers had been made at the ex- 
press request of Capt. Knipe, who said 
that he would like to have his own ward- 
men in the precinct with him, and, more- 
over, not only did he request the transfer 
of the Coney Island men, but suggested 
that they be reduced to patrolmen. 

It was also stated on good authority last 
night that Linde, who in connection with 
Charles Marsden, it is alleged, did business 
at the St. Denis Hotel, on the Bowery, 
openly said yesterday that he felt im- 
mune from further interference. When 
Linde’s place was closed by the three de- 
tectives who were transferred he very 
indignantly uttered a threat to “ get even,” 
and had made the specific statement that 
he had paid $750 for protection and didn't 
vropose to be made a good thing of. 

Capt. Knipe was confronted with all 
these contradictory statements and hap- 
penings yesterday and asked to make a 
statement. He became rather excited. _ 

“I’ve been taken advantage of,” said 
he. * That man Marsen has come up to 
me on the street and talked for a moment 
and then gone away with the statement 
that he had fixed everything. I’m not go- 
ing to stand for anything queer on this 
island, no muaiter what has been said. I 
didn’t want to come here, anyhow.” 

When reminded of Deputy Commissioner 
Ebstein’s avowal, the Captain hesitated 
for a moment and then ran to the tele- 
phone. He called up Police Headquarters 
and, as he said, to prove that he ‘*‘ meant 
it,” asked Capt. Reynolds to send a num- 
ber of Detective Sergeants to Coney Island 
to-day to investigate. Capt, Reynolds 
agreed and added that he would be down 
himself. 

There was quite an influx of gamblers 
into the island yesterday who came evi- 
dently prepared to stay. As a result, the 
proprietors of the large legitimate ven- 
tures declared last night that if the situ- 
ation is not remedied they will appeal in 
a body to Commissioner Partridge. ° 


EX-CAPT. REARDON’S APPEAL. 


| Gets a Writ Ordering Col. Partridge and 


Deputy Thurston to Submit 
Trial Record. 


Ex-Capt. John Reardon, who was dis- 
from the Brooklyn police force 
July 8 on charges’ of neglect of duty and 
of falsifying the returns of his precinct, 
yesterday obtained from Justice Dickey of 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, a writ di- 
rected to Commissioner Partridge and Dep- 
uty Commissioner Thurston requiring them 
to submit the record of the proceedings 
had at the Captain's trial to the court for 
review. 

In the affidavits accompanying Capt. 
Reardon's petition Hugo Hirsh, his attor- 
ney, swears that Deputy Commissioner 
Thurston, who tried him, was a prejudiced 


judge, and declared that Commissioner 
Partridge, who pronounced sentence upon 
the Captain, knew nothing about the case, 
not ‘having read or heard any of the evi- 
dence. He says that the testimony was 
not written out by the official steographer 
of the Police Department until it was or- 
dered by Mr. Hirsh, on Aug. 1, long after 
Capt. Reardon had been removed. 


POLICEMAN HERO REWARDED. 


John J. O’Connor Gets a Medal from 
Congress for Saving a Woman. 


Patrolman John J. O’Connor, attached to 
the Thirty-second Police Precinct, was the 
happiest man in town yesterday, for he re- 
ceived from Acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury O. L. Spalding a gold medal, awarded 
by Congress, (under act of Congress June 
1874,) with a lettér praising him for 
his heroism in rescuing from drowning 
on June 22, 1901, Miss Kate Crampton, a 
demented patient, who attempted suicide 
by jumping from the steamer Thomas J. 
Brennan while being transferred to Black- 
well’s Island. 

Patrolman O'Connor was on duty on the 
Thomas J. Brennan at the time, and when 
the vessel was opposite One Hundred and 
Twenty-second Street Mrs. Crampton 
jumped into the rive. O’Connor plunged 


after her and seized her, but she fought 
fiercely to get away from him, but he 
held on to her, although when a life pre- 
server was thrown to him by the deck- 
hands, and, with his hurden, he was 
dragged abroad, he was on the point of col- 
lapse from exhaustion.

GREENPORT, L. I., Aug. 14.—Charles 
Wiggins, brother of Mrs. Elliott F. Shep- 
ard, was questioned this afternoon about 
the published announcement that his sister 
had begun proceedings for a separation 
from her husband, and also about a report 
that a reconciliation of the couple was 
probable.

WESTERN RAJLWAY EXTENSION. 


Rock Island and Santa Fe Constructing 
Connecting Lines in New Mexico. 


Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 14.—The Texas 
Railroad Commission has been officially 
advised that the Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf is to be immediately extended south- 
west from Amarillo, Texas, to Tecumse- 
cara, New Mexico, a distance of about 135 
miles. The extension will connect at Te- 
cumsecara with the El Paso line of the 
Rock Island, and will form a new and di- 
rect route between El Paso and points in 
Western Mexico and California and Mem- 
phis. The survey for this extension is now 
being made, and the construction will com- 

mence as soon as the line is located. 
It is also authoritatively announced that 
the Santa Fé, in order to meet the com- 
petition of the Rock Island’s short line be- 


tween El Paso and Kansas City, will im- 
mediately build a cut-off line from Amarillo 
to a point on its main line in New Mexico. 
The Southern Kansas, which is a part 
of the Santa Fé system, will be extended 
from Washburn, Texas, to Amarillo, a dis- 
tance of about twenty-five miles. Its trains 
already run into Amarillo over the tracks 
of the Fort Worth and Denver City. This 
proposed cut-off, in connection with the 
cansas Southern, will shorten the distance 
between El Paso and Kansas City by 100 
miles, as compared with the existing short 
oy of the Rock Island between these two 
places. 


TO CHANGE CONTROL OF ROAD. 


Belief that Harriman and Morgan In- 
terests Are After Chicago 
Great Western. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—Negotiations are 
said to be in progress between President 
Stickney of the Chicago Great Western and 
parties who are believed to be acting in 
the interest of Harriman and Morgan 
looking to a change in the control of that 
road. For more than a year deals for the 
absorption of the Gredt Western have been 
hanging fire. Both Hill and Harriman have 
been trying to get it, but the price asked 
by President Stickney for control was 
considered much too high to tempt either 
of the magnates. 

When, a year ago, Mr. Stickney found 
that he could not get his price for the 
road he decided upon extensions to Omaha 
and Sioux City thinking this would cause 


offers from rival tines. But, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that these extensions are now 
in course of construction, no one has moved 
to ct the road at Stickney’s price. 

The recent large reduction in rates on 
packing house products and dressed meats 
by the Great Western is regarded as a 
fresh intimation to the larger interests that 
they had better hurry up with their plan 
to take over the Great Western. The bi 
Western railroad interests competing wit 
the Great Western seem to have become 
conscious of the Great Western’s ability 
to effect demoralization in the rates and 
cause loss of revenue. There is every indi- 
cation that a change in the control of 
the Chicago Great Western will occur be- 
fore long, but just what disposition will 
be made of it is hard to tell. 


WANT WABASH BOND RAISED. 


Too Small to Cover Damages Resulting 
from Road’s Entrance Into 
Pittsburg. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 14.—In Common Pleas 
Court No. 3 this morning, the Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie Railroad Company filed ex- 
ceptions to the $30,000 bond of the Pitts- 
burg, Carnegie and Western Company, cov- 
ering any damages that would result from 
bringing the Wabash into Pittsburg 
through the South Side. The Wabash seeks 
to pass between the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie and the Monongahela River. It is as- 
serted the bond given by the Wabash is 
too small, and should not be léss than 
$500,000. 

John Howarth and Jacob Mensinger also 
filed exceptions to the bond of the Wabash, 


making similar allegations, and contending 
that the bond should not be less than $100,- 
000. Finch & Co., distillers, also filed ex- 
ceptions to the bond given, saying it should 
be at least $225,000. The Keystone Com- 
mercial Company have already demanded a 
bond for $1,000,000, instead of $150,000. 


ST. LOUIS TERMINAL. 


Belief that Gould Interests Will 
Permit Admission of the Rock 
Island Railroad. 


At a meeting of the St. Louis Terminal 
Association in this city yesterday all of the 
eight roads that are members were repre- 
sented, except the St. Louis and San Fran- 
«cisco. There was no mention of the pro- 
posed admission into the association of the 
Rock Island Railroad, nor was the settle- 
ment of the dispute over the Wiggins Ferry 
Company control, in which the Rock Island 
was interested, discussed at the meeting. 


It is believed that the Gould interests 
that control three of the eight roads in 
the association will not give the Rock 
Island Railroad a membership in the as- 
sociation, although no definite statem: 
—— the matter could be secured yester- 
ay. 

The purpose of the meeting was the dis- 
cussion of improvements, calling for the 
expenditure of about $4,000,000. 


MONON SYNDICATE’S PROFIT. 


More Than $300,000 Received for Float- 
ing $7,000,000 of Bonds — No 
Cash Put Up. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. have sent checks, 
aggregating $302,300, to the seventy-five 
members of the Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville (Monon) syndicate that was 
formed to float $7,000,000 of bonds, guaran- 
teed jointly by the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Southern Railways, to be issued 
in exchange for the stock of the Monon 
route. The syndicate was never required 
to put up any cash.

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YOUNG OGDEN IS FOUND] 
Was Asleep in His Father’s Barn 
at Chatham, N. J. 


Believed to Have Been There All the 
Time—The Student Lived on Fruit, 
Vegetables, and Jam. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHATHAM, N. J., Aug. 14.—Wilberforce 
Ogden, the young theological student whose 
disappearance from the home of his father, 
William W. Ogden; ten days ago, was 
found at 8 o’clock this morning in the hay 
loft of the barn, and not more than fifty 
feet from the family home. 

The cook at the Ogden home, Mary Mc- 
Guire, discovered that several jars of pre- 
served cherries were missing from the cel- 
lar this morning. She at once informed 
Mr. Ogden, who suspected that the missing 
son had returned and appeased his hunger. 
Then for perhaps the hundredth time the 
barn was searched. The hayloft was quite 
empty, so that it was a eomparatively easy 
matter to make an investigation there. Be- 
fore the father and nurse left the hay loft 
the noise of a person snoring in his sleep 
aroused their suspicion, and removing two 
boards that covered a little alcove under a 
wing in the barn, they found the young 
man in an opening not much Idénger or 
wider than himself, He was sound asleep. 

Young Ogden refused to come from his 
hiding place at the request of his father, 
and the latter and the nurse were obliged 
to use some@gforce in pulling him out feet 
first. His body, particularly his chest, was 
scratched, but Drs. Wolff and Anderson, 
who are attending him, say that his phys- 
ical condition is fairly good, but that he 
will have to remain confined to his bed for 
a few days at least. 

The young man had provided himself with 
blankets, and had suffered little discom- 
fort in his hiding place. A supply of bis- 
cuits and jam which he had taken from the 
cellar in his home was found in the loft. 
He wore a nightshirt, which was greatly 
soiled, a pair of blue trousers, and a hat 
belonging to one of the stablemen, He had 
made a comfortable bed between the 
beams, using an old horse blanket to sleep 
upon. 

Mr. Ogden says that the finding of his 
son in the loft is very strange, but every- 
thing indicates that he was there all the 


time. If this is true, he must have heard 
the conversations of the hunting parties, 
who nightly returned to the barn. The 
ceiling of the structure is low, and the 
place where he was found is directly above 
the carriage house, where the parties met 
to exchange notes, 

. The Spenily believes that he slept bar 
and fed himself upon fruit ‘from the 
orchard, vegetables from the garden, and 
canned and preserved goods from the cellar 
at night. here are some Chatham resi- 
dents, though, who participated in the 
search who discredit the story that he has 
been in hiding so near the house all the 
time, as they point out that for the first 
few days some one was constantly about 
the place, and men were coming and going 
at intervals all night. 

Mrs. Ogden says she believes her son's 
mind is in a better state than when he went 
away. She says he appreciated the fact 
that to-day was the twenty-first anniver- 
sary of his birth, and that he wept like a 
child and told her it was a terrible thing 
for him to worry her as he did, and prom- 
ised her that he would never act in such a 


manner again. 

As a result of the finding, the church 
bells were rung and the news of the finding 
communicated to the neighbors. 


WANT BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN’S MONEY BACK. 


His Descendants Sue Cities of Philadel- 
phia and Boston. 


Benjamin Franklin Bache, his brother, 
Walter Bache, and their sister, Mrs. Booz, 
of 788 West Side Avenue, Jersey City, and 
Mrs. Fine, another sister, who lives in 
Philadelphia, have retained Lawyer Will- 
iam Midlege to bring suit against the 
cities of Philadelphia and Boston to recover 
£2,000, with interest for nearly a century. 

This money, B. ¥. Bache, who keeps a 
drug store at 782 West Side Avenue, says, 
was deposited for a specific purpose by 
Benjamin Franklin, from whom the Bache 
family is descended. Benjamin Franklin, 
according to papers in possession of the 
Bache family, deposited £1,000 with the 
City of Philadelphia and a like sum with 
the City of Boston. The principal was to 
be put out at interest and the income was 
to be used to aid worthy printers and 
artisans to embark in business on their 
own account. 

Mr. Bache says that so far as can be 
learned the two cities accepted the trust, 
but never did anything to carry out the 
donor’s intentions. Thus, according to Mr. 
Bache, the trust fund has gone on ac- 
cumulating until the principal and interest 
together amount to something like $400,000, 
It. would be more, Mr. Bache declares, but 
for the fact that the City of Philadelphia 
did not discharge its trust with the same 
care and judgment that was manifested in 
Boston, and for this reason the Phila- 
delphia deposit has only earned about half 
as much as the Boston deposit. 

Mr. Bache says that he has been informed 
that each city, disregarding the specific 
purpose of the trust, is about to expend 
the accumulated fund for municipal pur- 
poses. He thinks that if the money is to 
be diverted from its original purpose it 


should be given to the heirs of Benjamin 
Franklin. 

‘*‘Neither Boston nor Philadelphia has 
carried out the wishes of Benjamin Frank- 
lin,” said Mr. Bache yesterday, “and 
therefore the money should go to those 
who prove ancestral connection with 
Franklin. So far as I have been able to 
learn we are the*‘only family that can fur- 
nish these proofs, and therefore the money 
should come to us. We have made several 
attempts to get this money without legal 

roceedings, and have failed. This time, 
powever, we are going to win, and Lawyer 
Midlege tells us that from present indica- 
tions he will be able to secure a ju 
ment in ovr favor with very little delay.’ 


BULLDOG “JOWLER” ESCAPED. 


Chased Along Car Tracks Until Caught 
by Policeman—Locked in a Cell 
Until Claimed. 


“ Jowler,” a brindle bulldog valued at 
$2,000, belonging to’ William Dantrey of 103 
East Twenty-ninth Street, that wandered 
away yesterday was found by Policeman 
Sandford of the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion. 

In front of the Park Avenue Hotel the 
policeman noticed a crowd of men and 
boys that was chasing along the car tracks 
a bulldog that had a ferocious appearance, 
and after some trouble he caught the dog. 
He got a piece of rope and started to lead 


the dog to the police station. In front of 
the Holland House the dog escaped to 
chase a cat and was recaptured after con- 
siderable difficulty. The animal was kept 
in a cell until the arrival of Mr. Dantrey. 

“ Jowter,”” Mr. Dantrey said, was a prize 
dog and had been known as the champion 
dog in its class in England. The animal 
is milder in disposition than his ,appear- 
ance indicates, but when he was 1 from 
the cell the policemen in the back room 
at the station fled.

PEREZ M. STEWART SUED 
FOR PERMITTING VIOLATIONS. 


Bullding Superintendent Charged with 
Allowing Use of Non-Fire-Proof 
Wood in High Buildings. 


Proceedings were instituted yesterday by 
the service of papers on Corporation Coun- 
sel Rives, requiring Superintendent of 
Buildings Stewart to show cause in the 
Supreme Court why an alternative writ of 
mandamus should not issue against him. 
The proceedings were instituted by Charles 
S. Cooke, a taxpayer, by his attorney, Aus- 
tin E. Pressinger of 111 Broadway. The 
argument is set down for Sept. 10, in Spe- 
cial Term, Part I. of the Supreme Court. 

It is asked that Superintendent Stewart 
shall be restrained from allowing violations 
of Section 105 of the Building Code in va- 
rious buildings in course of construction in 
this borough, and also to command him to 
enforce the provisions of the section, which 
provides that all buildings over twelve sto- 
ries or 150 feet in height shall be of fire- 
proof construction. 

The petitioner asserts that this has not 
been done, and cites three cases. These are 
the St. Regis Hotel, being built by the 
Astor estate at Fifty-fifth Street and Fifth 
Avenue; the Lord’s Court Building, at 27 
William Street, and the Hanover National 
Bank Building, at Pine and Nassau Streets. 

Petitioner Cooke states that he has posi- 
tive proof that wood has been used in these 
three buildings that is not of some fire- 
proof construction. 

There are five sworn affidavits attached 
to the petition, the principal one from 
Alderman John Wirth, Chairman of the 
Committee on Fire in the Board of Alder- 
men.: Mr. Wirth swears that wood was 
sawed for him in the Lord’s Court Building, 
and the Hanover National Bank Building, 
which, upon tests, was found to burn like 
any other wood. 

Alderman Wirth was seen in reference to 
his affidavit and said: 

“There was a resolution before my com- 


mittee to compel Mr. Stewart to appear and 
answer. questions re ng these: viola- 
tions. He appeared, but would not answer 
the questions, and I could think of no 
other way to make him stop allowing these 
violations of the law. This suit will compel 
him to immediately investigate the mat- 


ter.’”

REPORT ON LORILLARD WILL. 


Estate’s Value When He Died $1,797,- 
925.23, and the Executors Now 
Hold $1,589,725. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, Aug. 14:—The preliminary 
report of Pierre Lorillard, Jr., James F. 
Fielder, and George D. Finlay, executors 
under the will of Pierre Lorillard, was filed 
this week with Secretary of State Dickin- 
son. This report shows the income of the 
estate, together with the disbursements, 
since the death of the tobacco man. 

There are two items against “Lilly A. 
Barnes,” known as Mrs. Allien, charged 
respectively to “legacy of personal prop- 
erty at Rancocas, $69,925," and “legacy 
of horses in England, $55,840." 

To the widow there is a charge of “ leg- 
acy of household goods, $26,325," and 
charges are made against her annuity of 
$16,000. Mrs. Lorillard’s sister, Jane J. 
Judge, is charged with $1,000 on annuity, 
and there has been disbursed to Pierre 
Lorillard, Jr., $25,000, which sum was left 
him in his father’s will. 

These disbursements are but preliminary. 
The report shows that the inventoried 
amount of the estate at the time of Pierre 
Lorillard’s death was.$1,797,925.23, and that 
there has been received from other sources 
$67,661.68, making the total amount turned 
over to thé executors $1,866,764.27.. The 
total amount of the debts, liabilities, and 
legacies paid foots.up but $259,483, and the 
annuities paid amount to $17,000, which 
shows that the executors have in their 
possession $1,589,725. 

“This entire sum is in gilt-edged stocks or 
cash, with some small exceptions. The 
stock investments are $1,433,550. There is 
on deposit with the Commercial Trust Com- 
pany of Jersey City $36,575.46, and the ex- 
ecutors hold a certificate of deposit of the 
same company for $100,000 additional. The 
remainder of the estate is made up as fol- 
lows: Houseboat, $5,000; watch and chain, 
emerald seal ring, and thitty-third degree 
Masonic ring, $750; jewelry, $250; wines, 
$600, and bonds and mortgages, $11,000. 

The income since the déath of Mr. Lor- 
illard include dividends on Continental To- 
bacco stock, amounting to $28,000; divi- 
dends on Pressed Steel Car stock of $22,000, 
and $13,987 from the Tuxedo Park Associa- 
tion. 

Among the many interesting statements 
of amounts paid are the figures for physi- 
clans in attendance on Mr. Lorillard’s last 
illness, flowers for funeral, &c.

NO BASEBALL COMBINE. 


President Johnson Says American 
League Is Flourishing and Can 
Go It Alone. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 14.—An_ im- 
portant meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the American League was held at the 
Hollenden to-day, the session lasting near- 
ly five hours. The meeting was called by 
President Ban Johnson for the purpose of 
discussing the future plans of the League, 
and to make a report on the season as far 
as it has gone. The meeting was purely 
an executive one, and no one with the ex- 
ception of Vice President Charles W. Som- 
ers was able to enter the room. Every 
member of the board was present, which 
is made up as follows: B. F. Shibe of Phil- 
adelphia, H. J. Killilea, of Boston, Charles 
A. Comiskey of Chicago, and John F. Kil- 
foyle of Cleveland. 

When asked if anything had been done, 
President Johnson said that a lot of un- 
finished business had been cleaned up, and 
only the business of the League was fixed 
up. 

“*We only discussed the questions of the 
hour, and cleaned everything up, and find 
to-day that the American League is strong- 
er than ever. In looking over my books 
the other day, I found out that the Amert- 
can League had drawn over 189,000 persons 
more up to Aug. 1 than at the same time 
last year. This alone speaks for itself where 
we stand with the people.” 

Discussing the amalgamation story sent 
out from Chicage, Mr. Johnson said: 

“There is absolutely no chance for an 
amalgamation between the American Base- 


ball League and the National League. We 
are not at present engaged in picking up 
dead timber. Business during the past two 
years has prospered as it never prospered 
before, and the American League has 
reaped the benefit of that prosperity. In 
fact, no organization has done -so well as 
the American.

ENGLISHMEN WON DOUBLES 


Doherty Brothers Withdraw from the 


Singles Competition, but Dr. Pim 
Staid and Was Defeated. 


SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., Aug. 14.—Spir- 
ited and dashing tennis to-day resulted in 
William A. Larned being returned the win- 
ner of the Long Island championship title 
in the singles, while in the doubles the 
famous team of English experts, R. F. and

HAVANA CANAL FRAUD 
CHARGED BY CUBANS 


Petition to Set Aside Agreement 
with American Company. 


Gomez and Pelaez Say New York Pro- 
moter and His Daughter's Fiance 
Made False Representations. 


(

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 14.—Manuel Go- 
mez and Felipe Pelaez of Cuba to-day in- 
gtituted suit in Chancery to have set aside 
an agreement between themselves and the 
Havana Canal Company, a New Jersey cor- 
poration, and which agreement, it is 
charged, was procured by fraud on the 
part of the company. The Cybans have a 
concession to construct a canal. It was 
originally given by the Spanish Govern- 
ment, and at the date of its expiration in 
October, 1900, an extension was granted by 
the American Government. 

The bill alleges that the Havana Canal 
Company is ‘“‘a mere sham.” It is set 
forth that, after being granted the con- 
cession to construct, maintain, and oper- 
ate a canal in and to the harbor of the 
City of Havana by the Spanish Govern- 
ment in Cuba, Gomez and Pelaez came to 
New York and applied to Henry B. De 
Hamel to procure the necessary capital to 
De Hamel intro- 
duced them to a New York attorney, Will- 
jam T. Wood, who, according to the bill, it 
subsequently developed, was to marry De 
Hamel’s daughter. 

It is alleged that De Hamel and Wood 
“thereafter falsely represented that they 
had organized and incorporated under the 
New Jersey laws the Havana Canal Com- 
pany, with a capital of $3,000,000, which 
corporation was composed of very strong 
men financially, with ample means, and 
would at once commence and complete 
contemplated construction of a canal in 
the Harbor of Havana.” 

The bill goes on to say that, “ relying 
upon said false and fraudulent misrepresen- 
tation,"’ Gomez and Pelaez entered into an 
agreement to turn over the grant in re- 
turn for stock of the corporation amount- 
ing to $150,000 and $50,000 in cash. The 
agreement was signed by Wood as attor- 
mney for the Havana Canal Company. 

It is charged that no such corporation ex- 
isted at the time, but that two months later 
a charter was secured by the Havana 
Canal Company, with a capitalization of 
$1,000,000, and not $3,000,000. / Wood, it is 
contended, assigned the agreement to the 
newly formed. company as a personal 
right. 

The Havana Canal Company, it is assert- 
ed, should complete the werk within two 
years, but aside from the expenditure of 
about $300, no work has yet been done. 
Gomez and Pelaez allege that they have 
received neither stock nor money, and that 
the agreement is a cld§d on their property, 
and they are “hindered and embarrassed 
in financing said construction by reason 


of said agreement and by reason further 
ef said Havana Canal Compgany, pretend- 
ing to own the same and séeking to sell 
the same.”’ 

They ask that it be set aside. The bill 
alleges that the agreement was procured by 
raud and that the corporation was largely, 

not altogether, composed of employes of 

Yilliam T. Wood. 


DERRICK BOOM CRASHES. 


Two Men Severely Hurt and Two Slight- 
ly Injured in Accident at New 
Bank of Metropolis. 


The breaking of an iron pin in one-of two 
derricks used in the erection of the new 
building for the Bank of the Metropolis, at 
Sixteenth Street and Broadway, at noon 
yesterday, caused an accident in which two 
men were severely hurt and three slightly 
injured, and-so great a crowd was collected 
by the sound of the crash of falling wood 
and iron that the reserves of the Thirtieth 
Street Station had to be called. 

The pin which caused the accident was 
an iron bolt, or “‘ gudgeon pin,’”’ connecting 
the boom of the derrick with the mast. The 
ominous snap was heard distinctly by the 
workmen above the sound of hammers and 
hoists, and for the moment, while the booin 
still held to its socket and the seven-ton 
girder it was raising hung poised in the 
air, the workmen had a chance to leap for 
their lives. 

That they did leap saved many of them 
from death, for when a short minute after- 
word the entire mass of woodwork, boom, 
stiff-legs and mast, with the girder, chains 
and pulleys, crashed down where they had 
been, it carried everything with it. but the 
standing uprights of the building. 

The two workmen most seriously injured 
were Clarence Cullinan, 35 years old, of 
1,886 Nineteenth Street, Hoboken, who 
sustained a broken arm and an injury to 
the forehead, and Charles Stephens of 1138 
East One Hundred and Tenth Street, whose 
neck was badly wrenched. Both were rea- 
moved to the New York Hospital. 

Cullinan, when the accident occurred, was 
standing on the top of one of the uprights, 
immediately under the boom of the derrick. 
Seeing gp wen he jumped to the ground 
below, a stance of two stories, and in 


falling broke his arm. Stephens was at tlie 
foot of the mast, and was squeezed between 
the timbers. 

The others who were injured were Martin 
Darby, twenty-five years old, of 82 East 
One Hundred and Tenth Street; John Tripp, 
62i East Sixteenth Street, and John Alford 
of 315 Broome Street. None of their in- 
juries was serious. Tripp and Alford re- 
turned to work later in the afternoon. 

The building is under erection by 
Fuller Construction Company, and 
framework had reached the second story. 
The Superintendent in charge is Richard 
Gcttlieb of 37 Broadway. He was arraigned 
before Magistrate Cornell, in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court in the afternoon, but 
was discharged. According to the officials 
in charge of the building. no blame at- 
taches to any person, as the derrick was 
said to be equal to the weight of the girder, 
anc only for the presumable flaw in 
gudgeon pin, no accident would have oc- 
curred.

AN ALLEGED GREEN 
GOODS MAN CAUGHT. 


Morris Buck, Charged with Fraudulent 
Use of the Mails. 


Morris Buck, alias King and Hamilton, 
was arraigned before Magistrate Corneil, 
in the Jefferson Market Court, yesterday, 
charged with fraudulent use of the mails. 
He was at once turned over to the Federal 


authorities. 

“Buck is alleged to have sent “ green- 
goods” circulars through the mail. The 
circular states that the sender has a get- 
rich-quick scheme. On July 16, Buck, it is 
charged, sent one of these circulars to G. 
B. Du Bois, at 2,408 North Broadway, St. 
Leuis, which stated that if Du Bois wanted 
to make money vag he should tele- 
graph Edward King, 60.Vine Street, Ulster, 
Penn. Du Bois telegraphed King and re- 
ceived in return a letter instructing him to 
come td New York, go to Leggett’s Hotel, 
and that he should send word of his com- 
ing to Edward Hamilton, 751 Seventh Ave- 
nue. Du Bois was supplied with a code 
which he was to use in all telegrams. 
-« The Post Office authorities were notified, 
and last Tuesday night a telegram was 
sent to ‘Hamilton ’’ which read, ‘‘ Market 
begins favorably,”’ and signed *‘ Marquts 2,” 
the signature decided upon. Wednesday 
night another telegram was sent, from 
Pittsburg, reading, ‘Market progressing 
favorably,” and signed ‘‘ Marquis®’ ‘This 
showed that Du Bois was on his way to 
this city. Later another telegram .was 
sent to ‘‘Hamilton” telling him that Du 
Bois would reach the city at 6:30 o’clock 
in the morning and would go to Leggett’s 
Hotel. 

Instead of Du Bois going to the hotel, one 
of the detectives went, and about 8 o’clock 
a young man knocked at the door, present- 
ed the detective with a letter which said 
that the bearer would take him to where 
Hamilton was. The detective followed di- 
rections, and at the entrance to the bridge 
met the man recognized as Buck. 

Buck was arraigned yesterday afternoon 
before United States Commissioner Shields, 
in the Federal Building, and held in $2,000 
bail for examination.

BETTORS AT SARATOGA 


How Commissioners Are Prema- 
turely Aged at Settling Time. 


Hard Work to Explain Where Winnings 
Go—Great Throng at the 
Track. 


Special to The New York Times. / 

SARATOGA, Aug. 14.—In one more par- 
ticular Mr. W. C. Whitney’s shrewdness 
has made itself manifest. The price of $3 
for admission to the race track, which 
aroused such general opposition, no longer 
has any critics left. Yesterday’s crowd at 
the races was the largest which ever as- 
sembled here, until to-day’s multitude dis- 
tanced it completely. 

The great grand stand was literally full. 
Bo were all of the boxes, and over night 
the carpenters had been at work and put 
in an added row of boxes to meet the de- 
mand of the many who are willing to pay 
even more than the price of a mere admis- 
sion. Mr. Whitney was, as usual, conspicu- 
ous in his activity. Dressed in a thin blue 
suit with a white Panama hat and a white 
waistcoat, and with the inevitable cigar, 
his tall stout figure and kindly and gentle 
face are never out of sight while he moves 
from box to box among his friends or from 
the grand stand to the track and back. 

There was nothing dashing, spectacular, 
or gay about the crowd at the races. There 
never is in Saratoga. The famous women 
of’ the rich and fashionable set were all 
Plainly and quietly dressed, and only here 
and there among the rows of the unadver- 
tised and unnamed were seen a few showy 
frocks and displays of jewels. Mr. Gates’s 
method of doing his betting for himself 
by going down to the betting shed and 
placing a thousand here and there is not 
the customary mode with the people in the 
club boxes and the club annex of the grand 
stand. 

These are served by a score or more of 
commissioners, easily led in importance by 
Mr. Walters, who places the wagers of the 
fashionables, and who is first of all Mr. 
Whitney's trusted lieutenant. What he 
does is what all the rest try to do, each 
according to his capacity. What they do is 
to prepare a card with the ruling odds 
marked against the horses, to scratch the 
horses that are not to run, and to report 
what they gather while in the betting ring 
the amount and ‘character of the 
backing that the favorites are getting. 

Their wealthy and often well-informed 
employers have in the meantime hegrd 
from one another all the gossip from he 
stables and the doings and sayings of 
the owners whose horse are entered. All 
this gossip and news is slowly digested, 
and the Commissioners write in their note- 
books -the wagers that their employers 
wish to make. 

You see the humbler Commissioners who 
deal with the general public running about 
with bank notes stuffed between their fin- 


| gers, but the two or three men who place 


the wagers of the millionaires and fash- 
ionables are too well known to the book- 
makers to need the handling of any cash 
except at the end of each day's sport, when 
they settle with their employers and then 
close accounts with the bookies. 

A marked feature of the betting here is 
that it is indulged in by practically all the 


women who attend the races. The commis- 
sioners write on the same pages of their 
noteboo the wagers of a Vanderbilt and 
the bets of a Vanderbilt governess, while 
others pass from schoo] teacher to lady's 
maid and dressmaker to millionaire’s wife, 
listening respectfully and writing down the 
order that these fair speculators give. ‘ 

The time of the commissioners’ lives 
comes at evening, when they are settlin 
up.and trying to explain what bets a | 
odds they played and why the sums of 
money that they turn over are all that the 
fair ones are entitled to, I have seen four 
men explaining to a rich woman that the 
$18 given to her was all that she had won, 
after paying her bets and paying back 
money she, had borrowed to bet with. 

“ Why,’’ she exclaimed, ‘‘I bet on every 
race and I won on two out of six, and on 
one race alone I won twenty.’’ 

“Yes,”” was the reply, ‘but you bor- 
rowed $13 and have paid it back, and the 
agent has taken his 10 per cent. commis- 
sion, and you are ahead $18." 

“Well,”’ she replied, “if what all you 
gentlemen say is right, of course it is, but I 
know I won over $30." 

And that was a woman who would pay 
$50 for a hat or $500 for a gown and think 
far less of parting with $1,000 than she 
would of winning $30 on a horse race. 

As seems to be the case everywhere, 
there are always more women than men 
in the grand stand. They continue to at- 
tend the races, although there is seldom a 
day at the track without what they would 
eall its horror. It certainly Happens very 
often that a jockey is thrown and badly 
hurt, and each time a, long-drawn, heart- 
deep cry of alarm and distress sounds 
from a thousand tender throats. Yester- 
day the accident was in the steeplechase 
and to-day poor Erbsmehl was dreadfully 
hurt in a flat race, 

There is a sudden disturbance in the knot 
of running horses, they swerve this way 
and that, a cloud of dust rises, and a score 
of track employes are seen running to- 
ward a rolling horse, and a dark, still ob- 
ject on the track, Out comes the black 
ambulance, and is driven to the scene, and 
then it slowly crawls back over the course 
with its sufering load. Other men hunt 
for yearss without a mishap, and others 
engage in polo with now and then a tum- 
ble, but seldom a bad injury. 

It is the poor jockeys alone among rid- 
ers who seem forever being badly hurt. I 
am told that it is because they are the 
most careless and reckless of riders, think- 
ing of nothing but winning, urging their 
horses ahead regardless of what is before 
or beside them, and sitting more lightly in 
the saddle than any other equestrians. 

Of other phases: of life besides the races, 
there is no item-worth chronicling. The air 
is full of wild stories of the extravagances 
of the Wall Street and Western men, of 
great winnings at. Canfield’s, of extraordi- 
nary betting in the shed at the track, and 
even of a headwaiter’s tip of $500 at the 
hands of one Westerner. I am so case- 
hardened against these tales, all of which 
have up to this time proven false or wild- 
ly exaggerated, that now I no longer inves- 
tigate them. 

In passing I wilt add that it ie not very 
difficult to create an appearance of win- 
ning if one cares to begin play by buying

And we have 
been quite unable to find any justifica- 
tion or evén excuse for the French Gov- 
ernment on the ground of necessity. As 
we have shown before, the act which M. 
ComBgs is engaged in enforcing so ruth- 


lessly there was no real need of his cn- 
forcing at all. By its terms the decree 


was permissive and not mandatory. The 
business of a- wise Minister looking to- 
ward the unification of public instruc- 
tion in France was to proceed along the 
line of least resistance, to suppress those 
private and propagandist schools which 
could be suppressed without too much 
popular remonstrance. But apparently 
the headstrong M. Comps has deliberate- 
ly chosen the line of most resistance and 
gone down to the most conservative and 
Catholic parts of Brittany to “ rub it in” 
upon those backward populations. 

Doubtless a public officer who tramples 
on the notions of any backward and 
primitive people, like the aggressive 
Protestant tourist who spits in the holy 
water basin of a Catholic shrine, relieves 
his own feelings, but nobédy would ex- 
actly call him a statesman. And the re- 
sult of M. ComBgs’s insistence upon lib- 
erating his mind is that he has had to 
put in jail the leading country gentlemen 
of the region in which he has been op- 
erating by way of vindicating the majes- 
ty of the law. Count MrRIBsBL, for ex- 
ample, becomes the idol of his neighbors 
and the martyr of the countryside for 
resisting the law. Frenchmen, like Eng- 
lishmen, are taught to believe in the dic- 
of Lord Coxe: “ Things that cre 
of the highest criminality may be of the 
least disgrace.”’ 

Suppose some furious Protestant bigots 
were to gain possession of the Govern- 
ment of an American State, and to un- 
dertake the suppression of all the Cath- 
olic parochial schools. The Governor 
who should do this would be a great fool 
and a great malefactor, but it is not to 
be denied that he would strongly resem- 
ble M. CoMBES. MARTIN VAN BUREN does 
not pass with his countrymen for a grest 
man, but he did make one remark which 
may safely be commended to the French 
Premier. It was, “ My experience has 
convinced me that in politics whatever 
is entirely superfluous ought to be 
avoided.”’

Indeed, the case seems to have been 
thoroughly and persistently bungled. 
The Department of Justice hag no rea- 
son whatever to be proud of the agents 
it has employed. They gave the orig- 
inal demand for the surrender of the 
fugitives from justice the air of a kid- 
napping. They gave the Canadians the 
notion that what they were after was 
not justice according to law, but only 
the disgorgement of money, in which 
event they were ready to compound a 
felony. Such a procedure is with such 
difficulty to be distinguished from 
blackmail that it is no wonder the Cana- 
dian authorities and the Canadian public 
refused to make the mental effort neces- 
sary to establish the distinction. The 
whole performance has been far from 
creditable to “this our Nation.” 

Of course, GAYNOR and GREENE admit 
that they are a pair of thieves. , They 
admitted it by running away. They ad- 
mitted it again by refusing to return and 
stand a fair trial. What Capt. CARTER, 
now serving a deserved sentence for the 
same offense which they “confess and 
avoid,””’ means by saying that their trial 
would be his vindication is more than we 
know. 
very mild punishment for his real offense 
of smirching, the bright record of the 
Corps of Engineers and making his coun- 
trymen sorrowfully admit that even a 
West Point education is not a complete 
guarantee lying and stealing, 
Meanwhile, GayNoR and GREENE are not 
enviable They are exiles and 
self-branded thieves. It is not feasible 
to get much satisfaction out of life in 
those discouraging circumstances, 
with how much “swag” 
may have managed to escape.

TEMPERATURE AND INFANT MOR- 
TALITY. 

That hasty and ill-considered gener- 
alizations are apt to be misleading is il- 
lustrated by a study of the recent vital 
statistics of New York, so far as these 
relate to infant mortality. During the 


At present he is undergoing a, 


hottest weather of a normal Summer 
much sympathy is felt and expressed for 
the poor babies of the tenements, who 


must necessarily suffer intensely and 


" dje like sheep” in the blistering days 
and scarcely more tolerable nights of the 
hot waves. We have heard very little of 
this during the present season, it doubt- 
less having been assumed that as we are 
experiencing an exceptionally cool and 
agreeable Summer the infants are thriv- 
ing and the mortality among them is at 
a minimum. The difference between this 
Summer and last is shown: by the fact 
that whereas last Summer there were 
1,267 deaths from sunstroke and heat 
prostration in New York, the record thus 
far this year is 31 to date. However, for 
‘the quarter ended with June 30, the to- 
tal number of deaths (17,178) exceeded 
that of the corresponding quarter of thie 
year 1901 by 558, this increase being due 
almost entirely to an increased number 
of deaths of children under five years 
of age. The greatest increase occurred 
in deaths from diarrheal diseases, there 
being 254 more deaths from these causes 
in children under two years of age. There 
were 120 more deaths from measles and 
195 more deaths from the acute respira- 
tory diseases than in the corresponding 
quarter of last year; in addition an in- 
¢rease was reported in the number of 
deaths from whooping cough, cancer, 
Bright’s disease, nephritis, and curious- 
ly, suicide. The total death rate of New 
York from June 1 to the present time is 
a shade lower than last year, but not 
enough lower to warrant any generaliza- 
tions. Better street cleaning may ac- 
count for it, or it may be due to any one 
of a dozen causes. 

A vast majority of the deaths in every 
Summer of infants under five years are 
due to @arrheal diseases. The record 
for the ten weeks ended Aug. 9, 1902, 
and Aug. 10, 1901, of deaths in the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan, Brooklyn, and the 
Bronx of children ufider five years of 
age from diarrheal diseases compares as 
follows:

An examination of this table will show 
that up to July 19 the death rate for 
this year exceeded that of last year by 
considerably more than could be ac- 
counted for in the 
tion. Since then the showing is better, 
but the total from June 1 to Aug. 10 is 
only 16 iess than that for the correspond- 
ing period of last year Manhattan 
and the Bronx and 13 in Brook- 
lyn. The improvement the last 
three weeks may safely be attributed to 
the excellent. service of the Summer 
corps of physicians under the direction 
of the Health Department, which is bet- 
ter equipped and is doing better work 
than ever before. 

In an effort to account for the coinci- 
dence of low temperature and high in- 
fant mortality the experts of the Health 


Department have studied the local me-

teorology very carefully, and one of the 
staff has prepared diagrams in which 
the temperature and humidity have been 
plotted with the death rate. Thus far 
the curves show no relation to one an- 
other which would warrant a generaliza- 
tion of any sort. That they do not may 
be judged frqm the following table show- 
ing the deaths in Manhattan of children 
under two years of age from diarrheal 
in July, 1902, with the mean

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The June figures are equally confus- 
ing. For its hottest day, the 3d, with a 
mean temperature of 78.6 and 72 per 
cent. of humidity, there were only three 
deaths in this class. On one of its cool- 
est days, the 29th, with a mean tempera- 
ture of 60.6, there were twelve deaths, 
concluding a period of twelve consecu- 
tive days during which the mean average 
was 65.5. On the hottest day thus far in 
August, the 2d, there were eighteen 
deaths in this class; on one of its coolest, 
the 3d, there were eleven, and the two 
days of heaviest infant mortality were 
relatively cool days with normal humid- 
ity. 

It looks as if we should have to revise 
our opinions as to the assumed relation 
between Summer discomfort and high in- 
fant mortality from the typical diseases 
of the season. English observations have 
pointed to the conclusion that when the 
temperature of the earth at a depth of 
four feet reaches 56 degrees Fahrenheit 
there is, an immediate increase in the 
death rate from diarrheal diseases. This 
temperature below ground probably 
corresponds to about an average of 70 
degrees Fahrenheit above ground, and if 
these observations are correct it follows 
that we do not need a Summer even as 
warm as that of the current year to pro- 
duce the ground temperature favoring 
the development of the malevolent mi- 
crobes which are presumably the agents 
of diarrheal propagation. Otherwise it 
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would seem to be a casual fact, without 
significance, which is something iiffi- 
cult to imagine. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Failure on the part of that decidedly 
mysterious organization, the ‘Aero Club 
of America,” to offer a prize of $25,000 for 
a journey through the air from Coney Isi- 
and to the Statue of Liberty and back, is 
the reason given by M. Santos-DuMONT 
for the sale of his “ ship’’ and his sudden 
departure for the more appreciative land 
of France. Thus is new light shed on the 
puzzling question whether the young Bra- 
zilian is a rich amateur scientist, with a 
passion for ballooning.’ which he thinks 
is an interest in aerial navigation, or a 
mere money seeker, who knows the value 
of notoriety, but abandons his pose the 
moment he sees that “ there is nothing in 
it.’ The light, however, is not sufficiently 
strong to clear away the mists, and M. 
SANTOS-DUMONT remains an enigma, He 
certainly does possess some mechanical in- 
genuity, and he is not without understand- 
ing of the principles on which the navigation 
of the air depends. He is taken seriously 
enough, too, in Paris, where there has been 
opportunity to investigate the picturesque 
stories about his origin and wealth, and 
the Deutsch prize, the only known reward 
of his experiments, could hardly have paid 
their expense, to say nothing of a profit 
on them. But here, either through inclina- 
tion or bad advice, he deliberately fhvited 
identification of himself with the other 
showmen on Coney Island, and left us only 
one explanaton of his nominal desire to 
demonstrate to us what can be done with 
“a balloon and a paddle,” as Lord KELVIN 
called it. One excellent quality—courage— 
the young man has proved to have 
beyond question, so nobody wants to 
believe, or even to suspect, that he 
is a mere charlatan and sensation- 
alist, but ‘the evidence, on the whole, 
does tend to establish that conclusion. Se- 
rious investigators of great scientific and 
mechanical problems do not wander from 
country to country or from town to town, 
giving futile exhibitions of their failures, 
nor do they condition their industry upon 
the offering of prizes for results of no 
value. 


—Of course Lord Rosrepprr's reply to 
those who have treated the coronation cere- 
monies either with levity as absurd or with 
severity as incompatible with the spirit of 
the age, has a pious and pleasing sound on 
quick perusal, but it does not go far either 
as explanation or as justification for those 
who try to get at the real meaning of 
things. ‘‘ At that ceremony,’ he said, ‘‘ not 
only is the King crowned, but we at that 
moment consecrate our kingdom. We lay 
our crown upon the altar, asking Divine 
sanction for our empire, our power, eur 
dominion.”’ Even those of us who have been 
least disturbed by recent manifestations of 
what his lordship calls ‘‘ our empire, our 
power, our dominion,’’ and who have easily 
discovered in the continuity of British in- 
stitutions an adequate reason for the sur- 
vival and significance in England of rites 
which in other democracies would rank 
with stage spectacles, can only smile at 
the idea of sanctifying British policies and 
consecrating the British tradesman’s yearn- 
ing for new markets. As illustrating the 
interesting diversity of opinion that is pos- 
sible in regard to the same thing, itis 
worth while to contrast with our view of 
the coronation and Lord RosEespery’s that 
of The Philadelphia Medical Journal, which 
says it is sure it is speaking in no hyper- 
bole when it says that ‘‘ the whole British 
Empire last week was paying homage, not 
so much to a crowned King as to a group of 
uncrowned doctors. For,’’ it adds, “‘ what- 
ever the debate may be about the respective 
merits of an early or a late operation in 
appendicitis, (and that debate in the King’s 
case, We fear, is not fimished yet,) the fact 
remains that the operation, when it was 
finally done, was brilliant and the conva- 
lescence Was conducted with masterly skill 
and success. The coronation of the British 
King was a triumph of surgery.” It was, 
indeed, but was it also a triumph for 
surgers? The difference between the prop- 
ositions is large. 


—-A dispatch which certainly must °be 
true, since it originated in E] Paso, Texas, 
reaches New York by way of Chicago, 
treats of a woman whose home is in Verde, 
Arizona, and is published in The Sun, will 
cause some alarm to Gen. CHAFFEE when 
it reaches him at Bacalod or thereabout 
in the Philippine Islands. For this dis- 
patch said that Mrs. AIMIn WHITE had 
started from Verde with a revolver and an 
intention, both directed straight at the 
General. It seems that in the days when 
he was a Major in command of an army 
post near the San Carlos Reservation he 
caused Mrs. WHITE’s house to be burned 
and her herds to be driven off into remote 
parts of the scenery. Why he did these 
annoying things is not stated in the \is- 
patch, doubtless because, owing to the 
haste which characterizes modern journal- 
ism, it was sent to our neighbor's office be- 
fore it had been properly elaborated in 
St. Louis, San Francisco, Skowhegan, 
Omaha, Tallahassee, Mauch Chunk, Tampa 
Bay, and Willimantic, but the General’s 
motive is now of less importance than Mrs. 
WHITE’s purpose, which is ‘‘to shoot him 
dead in his tracks if he doesn’t give me 
satisfaction.” She has told Gen. MILEs 
about the house and the steers, but he 
didn’t do a thing, not a thing, except tell 
her to wait, and in Mrs. Wuitn’s judg- 
ment—via El Paso and Chicago—she has 
waited long enough. At any rate she pre- 
fers to do the rest of her waiting in New 
York, a livelier place than Verde, Arizona, 
and so she is coming here as fast as trains, 
reporters of intervening towns, and other 
circumstances will permit. It is not re- 
vealed whether Mrs, WHITE intends to chal- 
lenge the General to single combat or will 
be content to shoot him sitting—on his 
trunk, say, while he is waiting for the 
Customs Inspector to pass it. Confident as 
we are of the dispatch’s accuracy, we can 
still hope that there will be no tragedy. 
What Mrs. WHITE really wants, one can 
plainly see, is satisfaction, not blood, and 
Gen. CHAFFEE is a most satisfying person. 
Indians, Spaniards, Tagals, Moros, China- 
men, Bostenians—queer people of all sorts 
and shades—he. has satisfied in the past, 
and it would be nonsense to fear that he 
cannot calm the excitement of Mrs. Wuirkr. 
To Burn a woman’s house and stampede 
her cattle are indeed things hard to ex- 
plain, but Gen. CHAFFEE is not a man to 
shrink at difficulties, 


—Could not Queen ALEXANDRA at least 
sell the jewels from her crown privately? 
Though they are not of the crown of Eng- 
land, they are jewels of England's royalty 
and emblems of England's pride, If they 
must be sold they must; but it is such a 
shock to hear of it. Half the romance, 
half the glory of the world has been cen- 
tred in Kings and Queens, and all their 
glory, power, and royalty have been em- 
bodied in their crowns. Men have fought 
for crowns, not Kingships, the crown, in- 
violable, making the man a King. And 
long after the romance of the world has 
sickened and glory has been writ in terms 
of commerce, the crown alone has kept 
our “cousin England” on the throne. 
“Rumor” has it that royalty in England 
is hollow, to which we, through friend- 
ship, have said “‘ Fie! ’’ The hosts of Eng- 
land do not see and know their King and 
Queen. To them their crowns stand for 
Old England and are the bonds that hold 
together their stalwart State. To us who 


cherish our precious things, it seems as if } 


a wise King would have given up a yacht 
to keep this crown. To the people of Eng- 
land it should seem more serious. When 
England loses her crowns she may cease 
to have her King and Queén. Already it 
must be grievous for her to hear of traf- 
ficking with the symbols of royalty. It is a 
disregard of sentiment that shocks our 
sense of propriety and hurts our feelings.

GOV. ODELL GUEST — 
OF THE PRESIDENT 


Receives No Welcome from the 
People of Oyster Bay. 


Says Republican Convention Platform 
Probably Willi Be a’ Combination 
of State and National Issues.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., »Aug. 14.—Gov. 
Odell met with a surprise to-day when 
he came to Oyster Bay. The arrival of 
men,\of distinction ustially has been hon- 
ored by the villagers with salutes of giant 
powder exploded between anvils, and a 
gathering at the station to look over the 
lion of the hour. Gov. Odell was wel- 
comed not by cheers and exploding of 
powder, but by reporters primed with many 
questions.

“I am not the carpenter, or rather one 
of the carpenters.

Park Commissioner Eustis of the Bron) 
Displeased Delegate on a Mission 
for the Brothernood. 


The Bronx Borough Division of the Unit- » 4 
ed Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of America is up in arms against Mayor 
Low and Park Commissioner John E. Eustis 
for the attitude they have taken toward 
the organization in its efforts to have the 
mechanics employed by the city join its 
ranks. At indignation meetings in the 
Bronx the Mayor and the Commissioner 
have been denounced as opposed to the 
rights of workingmen. 

The trouble started on July 26 last, when 
tha Brotherhood directed I. C. Bauscher to 
ask Mr. Eustis to use his influence toward 
having carpenters in the Bronx parks join 
the brotherhood. The delegate went to the 
Commissioner's office and made known his 
mission. In reporting the outcome to the 
bretherhood the delegate said that the 


|; Commissioner ordered him out and threat- 


ened to have him thrown out. 

‘You cannot have that done,’ Bauscher 
said. ‘‘ Besides being a committee I am @ 
citizen, and I have the right to come and 
make a request of you, a public official.” 

Mr, Bustis called two of his employes, 
he said, and had them put Bauscher out 
on the sidewalk. 

After the r€port of the affair the mem- 


bers of the organization determined to 
carry the case to. the Mayor to see if he 
would not help them. Mayor Low heard 
the uest, but said that h® could not in- 
terfere. He told the committee that the 
law did not make any stipulation as to 
whether a mechanic employed by the city 
should be a union man, and that under the 
circumstances he could do nothing. . 

Other labor organizations in the eity 
have taken up the matter, and have ex- 
pressed sympathy with the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, 

Commissioner Eustis said last evening 
that on the day referred to by Bauscher 
two men entered his office and asked him 
to discharge the men who were not mem-< 
vers of the Brotherhood. That he had re- 
fused to do. The men, he said, had been 
selected from the civil service list, and it 
was not his business to inquire whether 
they were or were not members of the 
brotherhood. Afterward, Mr. Eustis said, 
he received several scurrilous letters rela- 
tive to the employment of non-union labor- 
ers. He had received also a communica- 
tion from the Mavor on the subject. He 
told the Mayor of the circumstances and 
had heard nothing from him since.

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BOTH LEADING PARTIES 
CLAIM NEXT CONGRESS 


The Outlook as Seen by Political 
Opponents. 


Republicans Base Claims of Continued 
Control on Repetition of Successes 
of 1900—Causes of Demo- 
cratic Confidence. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Unofficial es- 
timates, based upon the mid-campaign ob- 
Servations of men of experience in both 
leading parties, made without comparison 
of figures,' shows that Republicans and 
Democrats reach amazingly like conclu- 
sions touching many States; but while the 
Republican prospect is for a membership 
of 210 in the Fifty-eighth Congress, with 
176 Democrats, and a Republican ead of 
84, the Democrats expect to elect 209 mem- 
bers, giving the Republicans but 177, and 
holding a Democratic majority of 32. 

There was among thoughtless partisans 
indifferent to sentiment and the prophetic 
meaning of election return tables, 4 dis- 
position to be amused at the recent 1e- 
mark of Dr. St. Clair McKelway, at Saga- 
more Hill, that Democrats would vote 
this year ‘‘ by instinct,”’ and that there 
Was reason to believe that the Democratic 
Party would, therefore, resume the activ- 
ity that characterized it a few years ago, 
and regain control of the House of Kepre- 
sentatives lost in 1804, 

Many politicians of experience 
learned to have great respect for political 
“habit”’ as a force in determining election 
contests. The habit of the majority in New 
York, New Jersey, and Connecticut, per- 
haps the hereditary instinct of the greater 
number of voters im those States, was very 
persistent for years in indicating attach- 
ment to the Democratic Party. Not until 
the election of 1884 did New York show, 
but inconclusively, because of peculiar local 
political conditions, that habit could be 
conquered by passion; and in 1896 and 1900 
all these neighbor States demonstrated by 
their voting that the instinct of 
self-preservation, aversion for vulgar class 
distinctions, and for the tricks of the theat- 
rical demagogue were sufficient when ap- 
pealed to to restrain hereditary political 
“instinct ’’ or habit. 

The managers of the campaign 
members of the Fifty-eighth Congress have 
their work pretty well in hand. Candidates 
are being nominated all over the country. 
The issues are taking more definite shape 
from day to day, and that sort of zeal that 
is found to gain stimulation by predictions 
as to the outcome of the campaign is being 
aroused by prophecy of an unofficial char- 
acter. It is not very reliable, but it is en- 
tertaining, and to an extent it is helpful to 
the organizers, who are fortifying the 
fields which will later on be cultivated by 
campaign literature and the spell-binder. 

The Republican managers, for whom 
Chairman Babcock speaks, base their ex- 
pectations of in November upon 
“ prosperity,”’ first of all, and upon the 
expectation that the people, enjoying pros- 
perity and attributing it to the rule of the 
Republican Party, will vote to continue Re- 
publican domination, in the expectation

In an unofficial way, the campaigners have 
indicated their belief that the Republicans 
will elect 210 Representatives out of 386— 
thus giving the party a majority of 34, 
instead of the 46 held by the Republicans at 
the close of the last session. 

By the Congressional reapportionment 
under the twelfth census the gain of 
membership from 357 to 386 was distributed 
among twenty States. The States affected 
have made legislative reapportionments to 
carry out the intent of the law, resulting in 
a considerable rearrangement of the voters 
—in Republican States with reference 
holding as many districts as possible, in 
Democratic States upon a plan to assure 
the largest and easiest success to the Demo- 
cratic candidates. 

Confidence is stamped plainly upon the 
unofficial Republican prospectus as indicat- 
ed by the tenacity with which all doubtful 
districts are “‘claimed.’’ There is a fine 
superiority of tone in the preliminary shout 
of victory. Sometimes there is a clash of 
motes, as when one leader declares the 
country to be “‘indifferent’’ about Cuban 
reciprocity legislation, while Speaker Hen- 
derson asserts that the whole country is 
in sympathy with the President and his 
policy, and determined that Cuba shall be 
accorded the most generous encourage- 
ment. Gen. Henderson is not accounted a 
strong politician, but he reads human nat- 
ure very well, and is an honest and im- 
pulsive talker. He is probably nearer right

Ohio may 
return a delegation of six Democrats and 
fifteen Republicans, as it did two years 
ago; but there is more than a fighting 
chance for the Democrats in two districts 
and room for gain in a third, so that the 
“claim” of a ——— of eight emo- 
crats and thirteen Republicans is not pre- 
sumptuous. Pennsylvania will have thirty- 
two instead of thirty members. The ar- 
rangement of the districts favors the Re- 
publicans, but they may not get more than 
twenty-two where they now have twenty, 
instead of the twenty-seven they claim. 
Texas, gaining three members, will elect 
sixteen Democrats. West Virginia has been 
cut up for five Republican districts, and 
the Democrats are face to face with the 
task of gaining where the lowest district 
majority to overcome is more than 3,000. 
In Wisconsin the Democratic expectation 
of gain is based upon disturbed Republican 
conditions, the extent and probable influ- 
ence of which cannot now be judged. 

The Democratic unofficial prospectus, 
based upon reports from the different 
States, sometimes upon information from 
carefully studied districts, justifies the fol- 
lowing statement of the probable result of 
the Congressional elections:

NO WIDESPREAD DE 
FOR CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


Conclusion Reached by Those in 
- Favor of Relief. 


It Is Believed Americans Think They 
Have Already Done Enough for 


the Island. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Unless reports 
that come to Washington from all parts of 
the country are misleading there is no great 
popular interest in the Cuban question, 
and no general] demand for Cuban reciproc- 
ity. This is the conclusion reached by 
many persons who would be glad to be per- 
suaded that there was a strong popular 
backing for the cause to which they are at- 
tached. 

One of the strongest advocates of Cuban 
reciprocity was asked to-day by the cor- 
respondent of .Tam NEw YorK Times if he 
thought the country was interested in the 
Crbah question, and if he had knowledge 
vi anything like a widespread sentiment in 
favor of a reciprocal trade arrangement 
between this country and Cuba. 

“There is no such sentiment,’ he re- 
plied, “‘so far as I can judge. In some 
sections the people appear to favor Cuban 
reciprocity because the President wants it, 
and maybe when the President makes his 
tour this Fall he.may say things that will 
increase materially this sort of sentiment. 
But there does not appear to be strong sup- 
port for reciprocity on its merits as at pres- 
ent understood by the American people, and 
I don’t expect any such support until the 
Cuban reciprocity proposition is presented 
right-end foremost. 

“The American people feel that they 
have done enough for Cuba. It is a fact 
we have to recognize that Americans do not 
consider they owe Cuba anything. In my 
judgment we will not make such headway 
with our work for Cuban reciprocity until 
we drop this talk about ‘ plain_duty,’ and 
undertake to persuade the American peo- 
ple that they will serve their own interests 
by entering into the proposed trade rela- 
tions with Cuba. Americans think they 
have done enough for Cuba, and unless I 
am greatly mistaken there has been no 
change in this feeling wrought by the ac- 
tive propaganda conducted by Cuba's 
friends since the adjournment of Congress. 
I have asked for it everywhere and from 
everybody, but have failed to find it. 

“The Americans do not feel called upon 
to do anything more than they have done 
for the Cubans. They reason that having 
offered up their sons in battle and having 
spent oceans of money in settling conflicts 
that grew out of their undertaking to make 
the Cubans free, and having through that 
undertaking also Incurred problems of the 
most difficult and perplexing character 
that still confront the country; they ought 
not to be called on so soon to make more 
sacrifices for Cuba. 

‘‘Of course I read in the papers predic- 
tions that the people will rise in their 
might and force Congress to grant reci- 
procity to Cuba, but I don’t look for any- 
thing of the kind. If the Cubans get reci- 
procity from the United States it will come 
to them in one of two ways: Congress may 
vote it through just to please the President 
or Congress may be persuaded that the 
American people cannot afford to do without 
it. The latter ground is the one on which 
I pase my hope. I believe it will dawn 
on the American mind sooner or later that 
it will pay handsomely to give Cuba reci- 
procity.”

Noted Brooklyn Priest Succumbs to In- 
juries Sustained in Saratoga 
Trolley Accident. 


SARATOGA, Aug. 14.—The Very Rev. 
Martin Carroll, rector of St. Vincent de 
Paul’s Roman Catholic Church in Brook- 
lyn, died at midnight last night. Father 
Carroll never recovered from the shock 
consequent upon the amputation of his leg, 
an operation made necessary by an accident 
due to a trolley car here, 

The body of Father Martin Carroll 


reached the rectory in Brooklyn at 6:30 
o'clock last night, accompanied by Father 
McGuire, pastor of the Church of Trans- 
figuration.

Half-masted 
flags and streamers of crepe were dis- 
played in every street. The announcement 
of Father Carroll's death was made to his 
arishioners by the tolling of the church 
yell sixty-four times, one toll for each year 
of his life. The church doors were 
thrown open'‘and the parishioners began to 
gather in the edifice and offer up prayers 
for the repose of the soul of their dead 
pastor. The funeral arrangements have 
not yet been completed, but in all proba- 
bility will be held on Monday morning, 
when Bishop McDonnell will act as cele- 
brant at the high requiem mass. 


The Very Rev. Martin Carroll was born in 
County Tipperary, Ireland, sixty-four years 
ago, and was brought to this country by 
his parents when ten years old. The family 
settled in Brooklyn. He received his early 
education at St. Paul’s School, under the 
teaching of Father Schneller. Later he 
continued his classical and theological 
studies at the Seminary of Our Lady of 
Angels, at Suspension Bridge, N. Y. He 


was ordained Jan, 25, 1865, by the late 


Bishop John Loughlin of Brooklyn. 

After his ordination he was assigned as 
an assistant to Father McKenna, rector 
of the Church of Our Lady of Mercy, where 
he remained for three years, when he was 
promoted to the pastorate of St. Malachy’s 
Church, in East New York. When Father 
Mullane retired as rector of the Church of 
St. Vincent de Paul, Father Carroll was 
chosen to be his successor, and was ap- 
pointed Sept. 14, 1872. There he remained 
until his death. His great work had been 
to foster Christian education. He organ- 
ized the Franciscan Brothers and the Sis- 
ters of St, Joseph; founded an orphan home 
and parochial school in East New York; 
organized St. Vincent de Paul’s Society for 
the Relief of the Poor; the Holy Name So- 
ciety, the Rosary Society, Young Ladies’ 
Sodality, Boys’ Sodality, and League of the 
Sacred Heart, all of which are attached to 
the parish and in a flourishing condition. 

His untiring efforts in raising money to 
clear the church debt of $350,000 was suc- 
cessful, His interest and enthusiasm in the 
parish work never lagged, and at the time 
of his death he was diligently working on 
plans looking to the furtherance of work 
for the benefit of the young 
parish. It was his desire at an early date 
to begin the construction of a large hall, 
equipped with a gymnasium, reading rooms, 
billiard rooms, bowling alleys, and a li- 
brary. Besides that, he was going to in- 
stall a large auditorium to be used for en- 
tertainments and dancing as an inducement 
to the young parishioners to avoid picnics 
and moonlight excursions; to which he was 
vigorously opposed. 

ather Carroll was a member of Bishop 
McDonnell’s council, and also one of the 
Bishop’s advisers. 


WILLET E. WEEKS DEAD. 


Fourth Bereavement, in Comparatively 
Short Period, in Family of Banker 
John T. Weeks,

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Aug. 14.—Willet E. 
Weeks, son of John T. Weeks, of the Four- 
teenth Street Bank, New York City, died 
to-day. This is the fourth death in the 
Weeks, family in a comparatively short 
period. His mother died a few months ago.

FUNERAL OF JAMES ARKELL. 


David B. Hill Writes Tribute to Mem- 
ory of His Old Friend. 
Special to The New York Times. 


Gov. David B. Hill has contributed an ar- 
ticle to the Courier here on James Arkell, 
whose funeral wes held to-day. 

“My acquaintance with Mr. Arkell,” he 
writes, ‘“‘ began when he was an honored 
member of the State Senate, and soon rip- 
ened into a warm personal friendship which 
continued to the day of his death. Al- 
though he was a political opponent, I had 
the honor of nominating him for Railroad 
Commissioner of the State, and although 
the nomination was not confirmed, owing 
to a certain exceptional political condition 
which prevailed, it nevertheless met the 
approval of the press and of the people of 
the State without distinction of party, and 
it was afterward generally conceded that 
the failure to confirm was a political mis- 
take of the Republicans. Mr. Arkell was 
aman of great ability, a citizen of high 
character, an official of the strictest in- 
tegrity, and a friend°“whom everybody re- 
spected and trusted.”’ 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew cabled from 
Paris his condolence and John N. Starin 
telegraphed: “I had many opportunities 
of knowing the high ry tad and principle 
of Senator Arkell, and his place will not 
soon be filled.” 

Telegrams came from distinguished men 
from all parts of the country. Busi- 
ness ceased entirely during the funeral, 
and the coffin was entirely covered with 
lilies and orchids. The Rey. Dr. Richard 

Williams of Brooklyn officiated. The 
body was taken to Troy in a private car 
for cremation. Among those at the funeral 
were George H. Daniels, General Passenger 
Agent of the New York Central; Grant 
Hamilton, and Victor Gillam, cartoonists 
on Judge; John A. Sleicher, editor of Les- 
_<e Weekly; John G. Ilse of Chicago, and 
others. 


DEATH OF FRANK THOMPSON.

BALLSTON, N. Y., Aug. 14.—Frank 
Thompson, a retired lawyer and millionaire, 
died suddenly at his home here yesterday 
morning from oedema of the lungs. 

Frank Thompson was born in Ballston in 
1843, and was the youngest son of John 
Whalen and Augusta Lee Thompson. He 
was graduated from the Columbia Law 
School, and was admitted to the bar in 
New York City. He was appointed re- 
ceiver of the Abingdon Square Bank, in 
New York, which had been wrecked by the 
Tweed Ring. So thoroughly did he conduct 
the affairs of the bank that the depositors 


were paid 93 per cent. of their money. Mr. 
Thompson leaves an estate valued at $1,- 
200,000. His heirs are a niece and two 
nephews, Miss Annie A. Thompson and 
George L. Thompson of New ork, and 
John W. Thompson of Kobe, Japan. 


DEATH OF CAPT. BATCHELOR. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Gen. Chaffee, 
in a cable dispatch to the War Depart- 
ment, announces the death from cholera of 
Capt. Joseph B. Batchelor, Jr., retired, at 
Natividad, P. 1., on Aug. 7. Before his re- 


tirement he was attached to the Twenty- 
fourth Infantry. 


Capt Batchelor was born in North Caro- 
lina, and entered the army from West Point 
in 1880.

THE MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Broadening tendencies showed through- 
out yesterday’s market. Most of the 
conspicuous stocks were very strong. 
Some of them went up substantially. 
On the other hand, some stocks seldom 
traded in fell sharply on small sales, 
New York, New Haven and Hartford, 
for example, dropping 2 points on a sin- 
gle hundred shares, while Nickel Plate 
second preferred on 600 shares declined 
5 points. 

For the first time in some weeks com- 
mission house transactions were on a 
considerable scale. Covering transac- 
tions in Western Union Telegraph were 
responsible for a further rise of a point, 
and similar trading caused a three-point 
rally in Rock Island. The short interest 
shows nervousness in many parts of the 
market, the early homecoming of Mr. 
Morgan upsetting a variety of pessi- 
mistic theories. And, incidentally, prac- 
tically every news development is a de- 
velopment full of encouragement. Crop 
news, railways earnings, trade reports 
from every quarter—all are satisfactory, 
all disclosing still continuing improve- 
ment.

As to money market conditions, recent 
hysteria seems wholly wasted. Rates 
refuse to do any of the extraordinary 
things that bear speculators have been 
predicting. Four per cent. continues top- 
notch for call loans, and time money 
stays abundant under 5 per cent. for the 
rest of the year.

—such as they make out of earnings—

LONDON, Aug. 15.—In its City article 
to-day The Times says that some de- 
cline in New York exchange is expected 
soon, because of the hardening tendency 
in money there; but it is not expected 
that it will cause gold to leave Europe 
for the United States. It will probably 
merely facilitate the liquidation of part 
of the present large indebtedness of 
America. To the extent which the ex- 
cess of the volume of crops over the 
average crops admits, it seems probable 
that such liquidation will be made by 
new bills drawn against the portion 
shipped, but it seems unlikely that the 
total indebtedwess will be muth reduced 
on the balance. 

On the Stock Hxchange yesterday the 
conclusion of the settlement caused re- 
lief because difficulties which seemed 
serious were overcome and apprehen- 
sions, perhaps exaggerated, were al- 
layed. Nearly all the markets took 
their tone from South Africans, which 
hardened considerably in the afternoon 
for no apparent reason, very few shares 
changing hands. The rise was probably 
the result of the reaction from anxiety. 
Consols yose in sympathy. 

American rails were buoyant, but there 
was not much real local support. The 
features weres heavy purchases of 
Southern Pacific on Wall Street account 
and an advance in United States Steel.

For the purpose of dealing in the 
securities 2 rubles are to be considered as 
$1. The bonds were listed on the applica- 
tion of J. P. Morgan & Co., August Bel- 
mont & Co., Baring, Magoun & Co.,, and the 
National City Bank, and they are the first 
securities of a European Government to be 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange. 
The bonds were issued for the purpose of 
taking up old loans, bearing high rates of 
interest, for the building of railroads and 
for other purposes. The interest on the 
bonds is subject to an income tax of 5 per 
cent., except for holders who are neither 
Russians nor residents of Russia and have 
registered their bonds with the Minister 
of Finance. In order to meet the require- 
ment the banking houses mentioned have 
been authorized by the Minister of Finance 
to receive the bonds and issue therefo 
temporary receipts. The bonds taken are 
to be sent for safe-keeping to the State

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RAILWAY LAWYERS 
SUSPECT CONSPIRACY 


Power Case Against Northwest 
Merger One of Series. 


Small Coterie Thought to be Behind All 
But Government Suit — Lawyer 
Lamb in Tears Pleads for Ad- 
journment to Go After 
Power. 


There was a very searching inquiry made 
yesterday into the relations of Peter Power 
with the suit brought in his name, to annul 
the merger of the companies comprising 
the Northern Securities Company. For 
three hours testimony was taken, and 
every incident bearing directly or indirect- 
ly upon the case was inquired into in de- 
tail. 

It became evident as the questioning of 
Capt. Henry Stern proceeded that the 
Northern Securities Company’s representa- 
tives were relentlessly in pursuit of the 
real backers of the Peter Power litigation. 
There has been considerable testimony to 
the effect that Camille Weidenfeld was 
sponsor for this case, but it is beliéved 
that other strong interests were concerned 
in the suits, of which the Power case was 
one of a series. 

It can be stated upon author‘ty that it Is 
the belief of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany that the suits brought by the Western 
States, the Bauden suit, the Chapman suit, 
and all other suits brought to annul the 
Northern Securities merger, excepting the 
suit brought by the United States Attorney 
Seneral, were instigated by one coterie of 
men. The Government’s suit is considered 
to have been inspired by~ political con- 
siderations. 

Who the coterie of men back of these 
suits are has not yet been divulged, George 
Alfred Lamb posed as attorney for Peter 
Power, and he has testified that the inter- 
ests back of him were Camille Weidenfeld, 
H. Content & Co., and Capt. Henry Stern, 
an engineering and accounting expert con- 
nected with the Content office. Mr. Lamb 
has insinuated that W. Bourke Cockran 
was also interested in the suit. 

Lawyer W. D. Guthrie, in his question- 
ing yesterday, made some inquiry as to 
whether David Lamar was connected with 
the case. It was also asked of Capt. Stern 
if he understood that the Governor of 
Minnesota was contributing in any way to 
Mr. Lamb's litigation. 

According to the testimony of 
Stern yesterday, Peter Power never 
the certificate for 100 shares of Northern 
Pacific stock, upon which the suit was 
brought. It is contended by the Northern 
Securities people that,'in fact, those who 
brought these suits never owned the stock 
of the company at all. This matter is to be 
brought prominently to the attention of 
the court. 

The hearing will continue to-day, and 
Messrs. Thomas and Post of the firm of 
that name, Mr. Bauden, and a representa- 
tive of the Western Union Telegraph Com 
pany have been summoned to appear to- 
day. The question of the instigators of 
these suits will be still further inquired 
into, The lawyers for the Securities Com- 
pany intend to push the matter, and get at 
the bottom of the conspiracy which they 
believe to be behind this case. 

“THESE CORPORATION 


“These raids against 
been going on for several years,’’ said one 
prominent Wall Street man recently, in 
talking of this case, “and it has been de- 
termined that in the future there will be no 
submission to them, The blackmailing of 
corporations has got to stop.”’ 

Lawyer Lamb begged, with tears in his 
eves. at the close of the hearing yesterday, 
that further hearings be adjourned until 
mext Thursday, the day after which he 
had been notified to appear before Judge 
Lacombe to show cause why he should not 
be suspended from the bar for unprofes- 
sional conduct. He pleaded that he wantcd 
to go to Montreal and get Peter Power. 

But Mr. Guthrie was obdurate. He de- 
manded that the case go on this morning 
at 11 o'clock, 

Walter Content of the firm of H. Con- 
tent & Co., by advice of his counsel, Mr. 
Limburger of Hoadly, Lauterbach & John- 
son, refused to divulge the details as shown 
on his books, of his account with Ellsworth 
Ives Chapman. It had been testified the 
day previously that the Content firm had 
loaned to Mr. Chapman $19,000 on the se- 
curity of 150 shares of Great Northern 
stock purchased in the market at 192. 

“Do you know,” began Mr. Guthrie, 
“that the market value of that stock on 
the day you made the loan was 184%?” 

“TI loaned it at what I thought was the 
market price,’’ replied the witness. Mr. 
Content testified that the loan was made 
on Jan. 16 of this year at 6 per cent., and 
that $100 interest had been paid to him 
in cash. 

Mr. Content then denied that he had ever 
gaid to Lamb that he’had made losses in 
the Northern Pacific corner, and that he 
wanted to punish somebody. 

Capt. Henry Stern was then sworn. He 
Ives at 490 Fifth Avenue, and said his 
occupation was that of a ‘“ commercial 
engineer.” He said that he had known Mr. 


Weidenteld for twelve years. He said that 
he had seen Peter Power half a dozen 
times. He had first seen the complaint 
in the Power case in the offices of Bulk- 
levy, Gray & Moore, Chicago lawyers. 

he witness stated that he had first dis- 
cussed the question of Northern Pacific 
litigation with Lamb about Dec. 15, 1901, 
Lamb remarked: : 

“It would be a great thing for a young 
lawyer, if he could take up litigation of 
this character and carry it through to the 
end.”’ 

**All that was mentioned was a 
2?"* asked Mr. Guthrie. 

t* Yes, fame,’’ was the response. “I said 

that I thought I would be in my grave be- 

fore the litigation was finished.”’ 

“What else did Lamb say to you?" 

“He said that he was going out 
Minnesota and that he thought he could get 
the aid of the State in preventing the 
merger.” = 

The first mention of Weidenfeld, said 
Capt. Stern, was a statement Weidenfeld 
made to him that he would be giad to go 
into such litigation if Lamb could get the 
aid of the State of Minnesota. Lamb an- 
nounced on Dec. 22 that he had made up 
his mind to go West and bring the suit. 
When Lamb was West he telegraphed 
him that Northern Pacific stock would be 
a good thing to hold at that time. 


PAYMENTS TO LAMB 


Capt. Stern said that the telegrams had 
been sent to him, because Mr. Weidenfeld 
wished to be out of town at the time. The 
witness also stated that Weidenfeld had 
arranged to pay for the litigation in this 


case to the extent of $3,500. The payments 
as made to Lamb by Capt. Stern were then 
detailed as follows: 

Jay. 2, $1,200; Jan. 13, $1,000; Feb. 7, 
$1,684.10; Keb. 18, $1,000. These payments 
were all made first to Capt. Stern by 
Contant & Co., for account of Camille 
Weidenfeld 

Capt. Stern further testified that he had 
one West with Lamb and Peter Power on 
an. 11, for the purpose of consulting with 
the Western lawyers and reporting to Mr. 
Weidenfeid what was thought of the case. 

A conference was held. according to the 
witness, at the offices of Bulkley, Gray & 
Moore, lawyers, in Chicago. Judge Lancas- 
ter of Minneapolis was present, but Peter 
Power was not there. Mr. Stern said that 
he displayed the certificate for 100 shares 
of stock, which had been commiitted to his 
care by Mr. Weidenfeld. Judge Lancaster 
said he would like to have at least 500 
shares represented. 

Capt. Stern said that Lawyer Lamb then 
remarked that he had a client named Mar- 
quand who held 200 shares of the stock, 
and another client who possessed 100 shares 
more. This seemed to satisfy Judge Lan- 
caster. The witness then vehemently de- 
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clared that after that conference he put 
the certificate belonging to Mr. Weidenfeld 
in his pocket and brought it back to New 
York, where he delivered it to Mr. Weiden- 
feld. The certificate had never been seen 
by Peter Power and had never been carried 
to Minneapolis. 

It ‘was later disclosed in Capt. Stern's 
testimony that he had gone to Chicago in 
May or June of this year to settle certain 
disputes which had arisen for the attor- 
ney’s fees in this case. There was one bill 
from Judge Lancaster for $2,000, and an- 
other far $5,000, with $2,400 credit. From 
Mr. Boutelle of Minneapolis there was a 
bill for $1,200, 

““When Lamb returned from Minnesota 
on his first trip, what did he say to you?” 
inquired Mr. Guthrie. 

. He said he had the absolute support of 
the Government of the State.” 


POWER’S ATTORNEYS QUIT. 


His Western Lawyers Object to the Re-, 


cent Treatment of Railway Coun- 
sel by Lamb.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 14.—W. A. 
Lancaster and M. H. Boutelle of this city, 
attorneys for the mysterious Peter Power 
of merger suit fame, have withdrawn from 
the case, also Bulkley, Gray & Moore of 
Chicago. 

The recent conduct of Mr. Lamb, 
Power’s attorney in New York, is 
chief cause. They could not stand for 
Lamb’s treatment of the counsel of the 


Northern Pacific road, to whom they were 
indebted for many courtesies. They never 
had a doubt until recently that Power 
was the bona fide owner of Northern Pa- 
elfic stock. 


HORGAN & SLATTERY PLANS 
FOR ARMORY REJECTED. 


Board Considers $56,000 an Exorbitant 
Price for Troop C Building Site. 


Upon advice from the Corporation Coun- 
sel the Armory Board yesterday rejected 
the plans of Horgan & Slattery for an 
armory for the Second Naval Battalion in 
Brooklyn. A resolution was unanimously 
approved rejecting the contract, and a 
second resolution passed asking the ad- 
visory architects for Brooklyn to prepare 
plans for a competitive scheme similar to 
those to be followed for the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment Armory in this borough. 

The board took decided action against 
the Damage and Grade Commission in 
Brooklyn, which fixed the value of the 
site for the Troop C Armory, on Bedford 
Avenue, at $56,000. This value was thought 
to be exorbitant, and it was refered to 
the Corporation Counsel. Mr. Rives, in 
an opinion, advises that $26,000, the price 
the board thought enough, should be ac- 
cepted. Action will now be taken to re- 
strain the Commissioners from adopting 
a majority report of the matter. 

Capt. Wilson of the First Battery, which 
had its armory destroyed at the ne of the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory fire, was 
present to invite the board to’ a formal 
occupancy of new quarters in the Bronx 
on Sept. 30. The invitation was accepted.

Husband Says Servant’s Vocal Efforts, 
Added to Daily Delicatessen Diet, 
Drove Him from Home.

In the Supreme Court yesterday Gustav 
Gebert, as guardian for his daughter, Elsa 
Bilhoefer, asked Justice. Greenbaum for 
@unsel fees and alimony for his daughter 
pending the trial of a suit which Mrs. Bil- 
hoefer has brought against her husband 
for a legal separation on various grounds, 
including lack of proper support. Max 
Bayersdorfer appeared for Mrs. Bilhoefer. 

The husband, Frederick Bilhoefer, an op- 
tician with a place of business at Seventy- 
ninth Street and Columbus Avenue, tells a 
tale of woe in his answer to the suit. 

He says that when he returned with his 
wife from their honeymoon in July, 1901, 
he found that his father-in-law had taken 
possession of\the flat and announced that 
he would like to remain there. He agreed 
to pay half of the expenses of the table, 
while Bilhoefer was to settle the remainder 
of the bills.

For a change 
once in a while, bologna was substituted 
for the ham, and.,upon extraordinary occa- 
sions frankfurters and sauerkraut were 
served. He did not mind this very much, 
but he says that he did object to the head 
cheese that Mrs, Bilhoefer always kept on 
hand, the odor being not all that might be 
desired. It was, however, the voice of the 
servant, Lena Smith, which he described as 
strong, sweet, and remarkable,’”’ that 
proved the last straw. 

Bilhoefer says that he was compelled to 
work late at night and slept in the day- 


time. That is, he tried to sleep; but Lena’s 
“ strong, sweet, and remarkable ”’ voice put 
sleep out of the race. Bilhoefer finally ob- 
jected and said to his wife that the vocal 
exercises must stop. 

“If you think more of her than you do 
a me,’’ said Bilhoefer, *‘ you can live with 
her.’’

FRESH CIGARS IN OLD BOXES. 


Broadway Dealer Arrested on Charge of 
Using Old Stamps !mproperly— 
Declares His Innocence. 


Charged with having violated the inter- 
nal revenue laws on the destruction of 
stamps on cigar boxes, Morgan Marshall, 
the proprietor of a cigar store at Cham- 
bers Street and Broadway, was arraigned 
before Commissioner Shields yesterday and 
released subsequently under $2,500 bail. 

The internal revenue officers learned re- 
cently that some one had visited clubhouses, 
cafés, and hotels and bought empty cigar 
boxes. If of imported goods and in good 
condition, from 50 cents to a $1 each was 
paid. They learned also that a lot of empty 
cigar boxes was in a room in the second 
story of the building at 296 Broadway. On 
Wednesday afternoon they examined the 
premises and found three large packing 
cases. One contained about 500 empty cigar 
boxes, which had at one time contained 
imported goods, and which had been emp- 
tied with care so as to not destroy the 
stamps, except such breaks as were neces- 
sary to open the lid. In all about 2,000 im- 
ported boxes and 3,000 domestic boxes were 
found. It was said that the cases belonged 
to Mr. Marshall, and that the boxes repre- 
sented an outlay of $2,500. 

One of the officers went into Marshall's 
place yesterday and stopped a man who was 
leaving with a bundle that contained about 
twenty-five boxes of. high-priced domestic 


cigars. On some of the boxes were marks 
made the afternoon previous by the of- 
ficers. The cigars were seized, and later 
Mr. Marshall was placed under arrest. 

Mr. Marshall said the refilling of the 
boxes must have been the work of some of 
his employes, and that he had never au- 
thorized any one to refill boxesin his place. 
He said that’ he would have no difficulty 
in showing that he personally was inno- 
cent of the charge, and that he would as- 
sist the revenue Officials in getting the 
real culprit. 

It is said that in this city and at Key 
West there are factories that make “ stuf- 
fers,” cheap cigars, and pack them in 
boxe8 marked to indicate to the initiated 
that the contents will fit in empty boxes 
of cigars of well known brands. It is said 
also that many of the best clubs of this 
city are flooded with cigars of that char- 
acter. The “stuffers’’ can be purchased 
for $70 a thousand. In some instances the 
stamps are steamed off and turned around, 
so the breaks made In opening boxes will 
be new.

LEGAL NOTES. 


No LIABILITY FOR INJURIES CAUSED BY 
OVEREXERTION.—When an employe subjects 
himself to overexertion, his employer is not 
liable for any damage that may result. Such 
is the decision of the Supreme Ceurt of 
indiana in an action for personal injuries 
brought by Edward C. Roberts against the 
Indianapolis Street Railway Company. The 
plaintiff was a conductor on the defend- 
ant’s railroad, and part of his duty was to 
assist the motorman in turning the car 
around on a tyrntable at the end of the 
route. When the turntable was in good 
condition this could be easily done with but 
little exertion. One day, however, the turn- 
table became out of order, and Roberts, in 
assisting in turning it, overexerted himself 
to such an extent that he was injured in- 
ternally. Justice Jordan, for the court, in 
sustaining a demurrer to the plaintiff's 


omplaint, says in part: ‘‘ Conceding that 
Sppaniee, odae the alleged facts, was guilty 
of negligence in failing to keep the turn- 
table in proper repair, nevertheless the 
complaint, under its averments, clearly es- 
tablishes that appellant, in exerting or 
straining himself in turning the table, was 
also guilty of negligence which contributed 
as a proximate cause to the injuries which 
ue sustained; hence the case is ruled by 
the maxim of ‘Damnum absque injuria, 
and he cannot recover in this action. Ap- 
pellant was under no obligation to appellee 
to overexert or strain himself in his effort 
to turn the table, and certainly, under the 
circumstances, appellee company could not 
anticipate or foresee that by reason of its 
failure to repair the table there was any ne- 
cessity to protect appellant again his own 
voluntary action in subjecting himself to 
the overexertion or strain which resulted 
in the injury of which he now complains. 
He is shown to have known of the condi- 
tion of the table, and, from his previous 
experience in the operation thereof, he cer- 
tainly was aware of the extra effort or 
force that was required to operate _the 
table. He is presumed to have known his 
own strength, and, in fact, he himself was 
the only one who, under the circumstances, 
could measure the extent to which he 
could safely exert himself in his effort to 
turn the table. As oe ears to the 
contrary, We may assume that he was com- 
petent to act and judge for himself. The 
company neither exacted nor had the ent 
to exact of him any .overexertion of

sumed whatever risk there was dud to such 
overexertion or strain to which he volun- 
tarily subjected himself.”

CHILDREN ENTITLED TO PAY FOR CARING 
FOR THEIR INSANE FATHER.—The defense 
of the executor of the will of Daniel G. 
Jones to claims made against the tes- 
tator’s estate by his children for caring 
for their father after he became insane 
was founded on the doctrine that where 
persons related to each other by blood or 
marriage live together as members of a 
common family there is no obligation, in 
the absence of an express promise, or un- 
less the surrounding circumstances show 
an implied promise, to pay for services 
rendered or for board. The Supreme Court 
of Indiana,.in affirming a judgment of the 
Circuit Court allowing the claims, decides 
that this case does not come within the 
prohibition of the rule, because here there 
was an express promise on the part of 
the guardian, appointed after Mr. Jones 
became insane, to pay the children for 
their father’s care, and because the serv- 
ices were rendered at the guardian’s re- 
quest. “The facts in the case now under 
consideration,’’ says the court, by Justice 
Jordan, “disclose that the ‘guardian di- 
rected, or at least requested, appellees to 
render the necessary services, which they 
did in-taking care of his ward, with the 
understanding or arrangement with them 
that they were to look to his estate for 


compensation. To hold, under the circum- 
stances, that they are not entitled to com- 
nsation because of the fact that they, as 
is daughters, previous to his affliction 
lived with him as members of his family 
would be a travesty upon both the law 
and justice.”
